some time there has 
been a decided sentiment among the Repub- 
Yean Congressmen and several of the party 
wheelhorses who have come on here from 
ime to time that the time was ripe for a 
fapportionment of the Congressional dis- 
ficts of Illinois. An informal conference 
was held last night at Senator Culiem’s 
house, at which there were present both of 
the Illinois Senators, Uncle Joe Cannon, 
Representative Reeves, Chairman Hitch of 
the State committee, and one or two others. 
No decisive action was taken, but the senti- 
ment was clearly expressed that Governor 
Tanner should be petitioned to call the 
Legislature together in special session im- 
mediately after the adjournment for the ex- 
press and sole purpose of recasting the Con- 
gressional districts. Both of the Senators 
expressed themselves strongly in favor of 
this plan, and facts and figures were sub- 
mitted by several of those present to support 
the idea. 

It was said that the original plan of re- 
apportionment was intended to embrace the 
Congressional districts, but when the call 


‘ 9gor the Legislature was issued last fall it 


las decided to leave out the Congressional! 
meortionment entirely, because it was seen 


weminiy interfere with and possibly defeat 

® Senatorial apportionment, which was 
@onsidered so much more important. It is 
believed now, however, wit2 the Senatorial 
@stricts al) adjusted that an equitable Con- 
Sressional apportionment could be taken up 
and passed by the Legislature inside of two 

weeks. It was admitted at the conference 
Jast night that the calling of another special 
session would give rise to considerable ad- 
verse criticism, but it was believed that this 
would be entirely offset by the advantages 
that would be derived from redistricting the 
State. 

It is said by those who have made a study 
of conditions in the Illinois districts that 
the Democratic apportionment will prob- 
ably result in losing from three to seven 
districts next fall under ordinary condi- 

It is believed to be true that Con- 
nolly, Reeves, Graff, Belknap, White, Lori- 
mer, Mills, and Marsh will have hard work 
to hold their districts. In the country, es- 
pecially, it is said Prince, Cannon, and Hitt 
could easily spare a county or two to 
strengthen adjoining districts. In case the 
next Presidential election should be throwa 
into the House it might be immensely im- 
portant to have a majority. of the Illineis 
delegation on the Republicarmside, as each 
State is voted as a unit.

What is now the clearly defined purpose of 
the President may be changed by the result 
of the Maine inquiry or by some unforeseen 
developments. But if the disaster is not 
shown to have been degign and if no other 
event precipitating a crisis shall interfere 
the President will send to Spain a proposal 
for a cessation of hostilities in Cuba with a 
view to negotiations for peace through the 
mediation of this government. 

The basis of the negotiation will be the 
purchase cof the independence of Cuba for 
not over $100,000,000, the United’ States to 
guarantee payment by the Republic of Cuba. 
It is not meant to say that the proposition 
to Spain to consent to a cessation of hos- 
tilities while mediation is attempted will 
go into details. Terms will conie after the 
consent is obtained. But the note which the 
United States will send proposing the sus- 
pension of the war will be of different tone 
from the tenders of good offices made here- 
tofore in this and the preceding administra- 
tions. It will be firmer and more aggressive. 
It will be supported by the testimony which 
this government now has from its repre- 
sentatives in Cuba of the utter failure of 
the war and of the reforms of the horrors 
of concentration,of the ruin already wrought 
to the material interests of the island, and 
of the certain extermination of the Cuban 
people which will attend continuance of 
hostilities, 

The array of facts and reasons to sustain 
the proposition of the United States will be 
overwhelming. Heretofore, in response to 
every offer of mediation by this government, 
the reply has been an unqualified declination 
and a diplomatic intimation that the rela- 
tions between Spain and her colonies were 


none of the business of the United States. 


The precedents are not encouraging to this 
new proposal, But conditiofis have changed. 
Cuba has been lost to Spain for some time, 
but the fact has not been accepted by the 
whole world outside of Spain until very re- 
cently. The prolongation of the war means 
more debt and more losses of Spanish 
troops, to say nothing of the terrible effects 
in Cuba, which do not appeal to the peculiar 
Spanish conscience. Spanish pride will have 
to dominate national self-interest to account 
for another refusal of the good offices of the 
United States. 

Would Spain rather sell Cuba to the Cuban 
Republic for $100,000,000 or be expelled from 
the island by force applied from the United 
States? That is what the President's sug- 
gestion or demand for a cessation of hos- 
tilities will mean. The President has said 
that when the time shall come, if there shall 
be no other way of ending the war, he will 
intervene with force. He weans it now as 
much as he did the first week in December. 
There will be an unwritten alternative for 


Spain to cons when the coming proposi- 
tion for s nsion of hostilities is passed 
upon.

delays are vexatious, and every hour has 
increased the difficulty of learning the facts. 
The arrival of the regular divers of the 
Navy department on the Bache this morning 
and Captain Sigsbee’s officially commission- 
ing them were surrounded by difficulty, but 
the search for the bodies proceeds. Span- 
ish divers will act with American divers 
in making an examination of the hull and 
other portions of the vessel. The Maine 
is actually in ribbons, but enough remains 
to determine possibly whether the explo- 
sion. came from without or within. Officers 
of the Maine do not publicly discuss the the- 
ory of a submarine mine, which may have 
been set off by explosives, but it evidently 
has weight with them. They are particularly 
anxious for the points to be gathered. From 
an examination of the plates of the hull 
their belief is that these will have to estab- 
lish whether the explosive force came from 
without, 

The nature of the damage to the port side 
has not been fully settled, but the weight 
of opinion seems to be that the hole was 
made by an external explosion. Captain 
Sigsbee thinks the investigation made by 
his board will be completed in three days 
and the results laid before the court of in- 
quiry. Special pains seem to be taken to 
gather facts which would help to establish 
whether or not the destruction could have 
been caused by a submarine mine. , 


Spanish Have the Advantage. 

The Spanish authorities have the advan- 
tage on this point, for they know whether a 
torpedo system in the harbor has an actual 
existence or whether submarine mines were 
laid, but it is not expected that they will 
disclose the secrets of Havana’s defenses to 
aid a foreign investigation. Some persons 
believe a plot was carried out by Weyler’s 
party and that secrets were disclosed to 
conspirators by officials who were with Wey- 
ler, and who, during his incumbency, through 
their official position became possessed of 


information. All. this is pure-spéculation 
| without a basis in fact a 


The Maine officers, while not dénying the 
possibility of an accident, continue to snow 
that many theories on which statements of 
acciftent is based are untenable. They do 
not share the Spanish Admiral’s offhand 
confidence that the explosion came from 
within. It is very well for everybody to 
await the official investigation before ac- 
cepting that conclusion. 


Blanco Seems to Be Worried. 

Captain General Blanco and the palace of- 
ficials show every official courtesy. ‘heir 
sincerity\ is undoubted. So is their anxiety. 
Special effort is made to discourage talk 
of the explosion being otherwise than acci- 
dental. Newspapers give prominence to dis- 
patches, saying itds recognized in the Unit- 
ed States that the casualty was purely acci- 
dent. Prominence is also given’ to Madrid 
dispatches quoting Sagasta and other Span- 
ish statesmen, whose sympathy in the sor- 
row, it is claimed, has caused a friendly 
feeling between Spain and the United States. 
Notwithstanding these assurances from 
abroad, a painful impression is caused in 
Cuba by the knowledge that a considerable 
element among the Spanish classes rejoices 
with less secrecy over the disaster. If in- 
stances were isolated it would not be im- 
portant. Unfortunately, verified cases are 
too many to support this charitable view. 
In several places Spanish army officers have 
drunk to toasts that other vessels of the 
American navy may follow the Main>. In 
Matanzas, where mutterings were heard at 
the time of the Montgomery's Visit, the in- 
transigant newspaper, La Region, publishes 
an article, saying, in substance, that the 
calamity to the Maine was a judgment on 
the United States for sending a ship here. 


Was There a Plot? 

Many wild rumors are afloat here. One of 
these is that a messenger has left for 
Washington with the names of. sev- 
en persons alleged to have been impli- 
cated in a plot to destroy the Maine, An- 
other is that an inmate of the San Am- 
brosio Hospital was shot by the harbor po- 
lice while prowling around in a beat Monday 
night, and confessed his purpose was the 
destruction of the American war vcssel. 
These tales may be as idle as others. Their 
truth soon can be ascertained.

LONG WILL AWAIT THE RESULT. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 19.—[Special.}— 
Having decided to conduct an independent 
investigation into the causes of the Maine 
explosion the administration considers that 
there is nothing more to do until the board of 
inquiry get#to work. There was a long con- 
ference at the White House this morning, at 
which it was decided that the United States 
must conduct its own investigation of the ac- 
cident. The Spanish authorities in Havana 
make no claims to jurisdiction, but admitted 
the extra-territorial rights of the United 
States in the Maine, even asa wreck. The 
Spanish government, however, did requést 
that it might be allowed to join in the in- 
vestigation, on the theory that any other 
decision except that of accidental explosion 
made Spain acriminal. The President, Sec- 
retary Long, and Assistant Secretary Day 
united in the belief that neither this govern- 
ment nor the people would be satisfied with 
anything short of an independent inquiry. 

A diplomatic dispatch Was accordingly 
sent to Consul General Lee announcing that 
this country would investigate for itself, but 
that Spain would be given every facility to 
conduct a similar investigation and practi- 
cally at the same time. It ‘was felt that 
both governments would be better satisfied 
in the end and all danger of a clash of author- 
ity avoided. e.

unexpected change of paymasters recent- 
ly very little of the savings of the Maine's 
sallors went down in the vessel.

‘ burning. When the bunker was opened the 
coal on top was net hot, but as the men dug 
down it was found to be red hot inside.

Lesson Is Kept in Mind.. 


In the designing of the new battleship

‘pened to the Spanish navy.” 


Everything points to the conclusion that 


the explosion came from the outside, and 
not from the inside. The appearance of the 
wreck points to that fact. Havana harbor 
is filled with mines, some of them of very 
large size. It may have been one of these 
which did the work. 


“That the accident was not due to causes 


inside the vessel is said to be the conviction 
of all the Maine’s officers, although they 
are very reticient as to what they say. 
All one is able to get from them when 
questioning them as to the cause of the 
explosion is: ‘‘ I do not know.”

Interior Is a Mine. 

The battleship is a mine. It was compart- 
mented into a veritable honeycomb. 
massive steel cross walls and divisions have 
been wrenched, split, and torn. The inside 
is a labyrinth of sharp turns and saw edges, 
and is darker than its expioding night.

Did the Magazine Explode? 
Every indication, so far as cabled, shows 


that nothing could have destroyed the Maine 
so peculiarly but a submerged mine of large 
size. If so, the Spanish maval officer in 
charge may have mistaken the testing key 
for the exploding key, or a fanatic might 
have touched it, or an intoxicated and reck- 
less attaché of the navy department. 


As shown conclusively by the position of 


the ship, the point of greatest destruction, 
and the many other facts already cabled, all 
in the same direction, it seems the law of 
nature must have changed or the forward 
magazine did not explode. It is definitely 
known that no other magazine did. If the 
divers find out that the forward turret has 
its top still on then the awful fact may be 
accepted that the Maine was blown up by 
the Spanish government's submarine mine. 


The movable torpedo could have done the 


damage. These are the opinions of naval 
xperts and experts in explosives in Havana.

The Correo intimates that Captain Sigs-

It is now known that the Maine had only 


swung into the position it occupied at the 
time of the explosion but once before. Then 
it was on a bright night. Tuesday night, 
when:the explosion occurred, was dark. 
Each succeeding fact is more and more 
somber. So far there is not a fragment of 
proof to indicate that the original explosion 
was internal, or that there whs a later ex- 
plosion of anything in the Maine. 


Several insulting circulars have been got- 


‘ten out. One, published just before the ex- 

plosion, stated clearly that the Maine should 
be destroyed. Another of yesterday, sup- 
posedly against autonomy, glories in the 
sinking of the Maine. 


Five more bodies of the Maine's dead 


washed ashore iast night, but only one 
could be identified—that of Harris, colored. 
So far only thirty have been recognizable. 


The cause of the disaster cannot long re- 


main unsolved. Every one who has studied 
the wreck now believes the explosion was 
caused by a submarine mine. The condi- 
tion of the forward ten and six-inch maga- 
zines, which are apparently intact, indicates 
this. The only explosives that it could have 
detonated seemingly are the saluting 
charges and a few small caliber shells in the 
pilot house. 


The terrific damage, on the other hand, 


could only have been caused by an extremely 
large torpedo or a mine, If the former, then 
divers will find fragments of it; but if the 
latter no traces of it will remain. 


From Captain Sigsbee down the Ameri- 


can officers are firmly convinced that a Span- 
ish government mine wrecked the Maine, 
and they only ill conceal their indignation. 


As for the Spaniards their words are as 


smooth as heney, but war is in their hearts.

States began the official inspection today. 
Their first discovery proves the Maine was 
wrecked from without. The Stars and Siripes 
are floating at half mast above the wreck 
of the Maine and half a dozen divers are at 
work under Captain Sigsbee’s direction. 


The forward magazines, including the six- 


inch ammunition magazines, are ‘Intact. 
This is proved by the condition of the 
wreck, the magazines themselves not having 
been actually reached. Only the all 
caliber shells in the pilot-house and some 
saluting charges are now unaccounted for. 


There is not an American officer in Havana 


tonight who is not satisfied that the Maine 
was anchored over a government mine, the 
explosion of which did the awful work. 


The elimination of the Maine's magazines 


from the explosion makes it almost certain 
that a greater amount of explosive than any 
torpedo contains was fired under the Maine. 
The refusal of the American government to 
permit Spain to have any part in our in- 
vestigation, now generally known here, has 
angered the populace more than anything 
since the Maine arrived. The government 
here ha# not yet indicated how it takes the 
refusal. It is understood that this refusal 
was in the face of a contrary suggestion 
cabled by Captain Sigsbee. 


Captain Sigsbee will probably, as a matter 


of courtesy, permit a Spanish representa- 
tive to witness the investigation, but Spain 
will have no official part in it.

Havana, Feb. 19.—Captain C. D. Sigsbee 


of the battleship Maine, in an interview to- 
day with the correspondent of the Asso- 
ciated Press; described in detatl the explo- 
sion which destroyed the great ship. 


“On the night of the explosion,” said 


Captain Sigsbee, ‘‘ I had not retired. I was 
writing letters. I find it impossible to de- 
scribe the sound or shock, but the impres- 
sion remains of something awe-inspiring, 
terrifying, of noise-rending, vibrating, all- 
pervading. There is nothing in the former 
experience of any one on board to measure 
the explosion by. 


“After the first great shock—I cannot 


myself recall how many sharp detonations 
I heard, not more than two or three—I 
knew my ship was gone. In such a struc- 
ture as the Maine the effects of such an 
explosion are not.for a moment in doubt. 


“TI made my way through the long pas- 


eway in the dark, groping from side

I did not notice 
the rain of débrig described by Lieutenant 
Landin or others who were on Geck at the 
time of the first explosion, but I did observe 
the explosion of the fixed ammunition, and 
wondered that more were not hurt thereby. 


“ Without going beyond the limits of what 


was proper in the harbor of a friendly power, 
I always maintain precautions against at- 
tack, and the quarter watch was ordered to 
have ammunition for the smaller guns ready 
to hand, so that in the improbable event of 
an attack on -the ship it would have been 
found ready. It was this ammunition which 
exploded as the heat reached it.”’

Boston, Mass., Feb. 19.—The Evening Her- 
ald says: ‘In compliance with telegraphic 
orders received at Fort Warren last evening 
a detail of cone corporal and thirteen men 
has nm sent to reinforce Lieutenant 
Ketchum, in command of the mortar battery 
at Grover’s Cliff, Winthrop.

CARE OF GARRISON CANNON. 


Orders from the War Department to 
Commanding Generals East 
and West. 


New York, Feb. 19.—[{Special.]—General 
Merritt, commanding the Department of the 
East, is about to ask the War department 
at Washington for 2,000 more troops. He 
said today that he had urgent need for at 
least two additional regiments in the East. 
The following orders were received by Gen- 
eral Merritt from Washington: 

“Commanding General Department of 
the East: The Major General command- 
ing directs that you send a detach- 
ment to consist of an officer and at 
least twenty men, with a medical 
officer, fully equipped and supplied, to take 
station where all modern guns and mortars 
have been mounted, and to which ammuni- 
tion will be immediately forwarded to be 
stored, and at such points where artillery 
and garrisons are now stationed. At all 
the posts and batteries in your department 
you will give instructions that the forts, 
batteries, magazines, and ammunition be 
kept in the most perfect order, and the 
greatest care be exercised in their preserva- 
tion, and precautions taken that they be not 
injured or allowed to deteriorate, and that 
every care be taken of the ammunition to 
prevent. its being injured or! prematurely 
exploded from any cause. 

C. GILMORE, 
Acting Adjutant General.’’ 

* Detail men, officers, and medical officers 
to every fort on the coast where modern 
guns are mounted. Send abundant ammu- 
nition. Allow no one near the posts. Am- 
munition is to be carefully guarded lest some 
accident should happen. MILBEs.”’ 

These orders were carried into effect at the 
posts here and forwarded to other posts in 
this department. 

General Merritt, when seen by a reporter, 
said: “ At another time, when there is not 
so much talk of war, the movement of the 
detachments would not be ahything of un- 
usual importance. In fact, I do not regard 
the sending of these men to these four posts 
anything to cause fright or uneasiness, 
though, of course, the orders will lend lo the 
war talk which is prevalent. The truth of 
the whole matter is that we have some 
high power guns at these four points 
which will suffer unless they are put in 
order at once. These guns are mostly 8, 10, 
and 12 inch, and are of the finest made. 
They have been neglected too long already.”’ 

These guns are in nearly all of the forts 
along the Atlantic coast, which extends 
south to St. Augustine, Fla., and north to 
Fort Preble, Me. General Merritt further 
said he didn’t think the presence of the Span- 
ish vessel Vizcaya here was the occasion for 
the orders or gave them any peculiar sig- 
nificance. 

San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 19.—The follow- 
ing orders havé been received from Wash- 
ington by the commanding General of the 
Department of the Pacific: 

*“ The Major General commanding directs 
that you send at once a detachment consist- 
ing of one officer, twenty enlisted men, and 


'a medical officer, fully equipped and sup- 


plied, to take station at all stations where 
modern high-power guns are mounted, and 
to which ammunition will be immediately 
forwarded, and also at all military stations 
not garrisoned by troops. : 

“Great care will be exercised that all 
forts, magazines, and ammunition be pro- 
tected from all damage. The greatest care 
will be taken to guard the guns and carriages 
from injury by accidental or premature ex- 
plosion. GILMORE, Adjutant General.” 

Fort Leavenworth, Kas., Feb. 19.—In ac- 
cordance with orders received from Wash- 
ington the troops of the garrison were in- 
spected today in heavy marching order, and 
it is stated the articles of war were read.

IT CAUSES SHOTS IN CHICAGO. 


Quarrels Over Maine Disaster in Ha- 
vana Harbor Lead to Blood-Letting 
in West Harrison Street. 


Quarrels resulting from conversation about 
the Maine disaster led to two shooting af- 
frays in West Side saloons at an early 
hour this morning. .The only person struck 
by a bullet is Peter Checola, proprietor of 
the saloon at 272 West Harrison strect. Ile 
was wounded in the hand by one of two men 
who ran from his saloon and escaped. 

Several persons had been drinking at the 
bar just before the hour of closing and a 
warm discussion had arisen. Sides were 
taken and accusations of cowardice were 
freely interchanged. Finally two men drew 
revolvers and threatened to clean out the 

lace. Checola gojected and received a bullet 

or his pains. The men ran from the saloon 
and the wound was dressed by a neighboring 
physician. 

In Thomas Donahue’s saloon, 171 West 
Harrison street, shots were fired at about 
the same time by William Boyle, whose 
patriotic blood was aroused to a high pitch. 
Although the shots were intended for the 
Spaniards by Boyle, they whizzed darger- 
ously near to the ears of the proprietor and 
bartender, who seized the belligerent, and 
beat him so severely that a trip to the hos- 
pital was necessary. After his wounds 
were dressed Boyle was placed in a cell in 
the Desplaines Street Police Station. 


KEEPING DOWN THE WAR SCARE. 


Local Members of the New York Stock 


Exchange Express Sen- 
timents. 


Local members of the New York Stock 
Exchange are doing what they can to decry 
war with Spain, fearing a disastrous effect 
on the stock market should somethirg not 
be said in favor of a peaceful settlement of 
the questions which, have been raised since 
the explosion of the warship Maine. Yes- 
terday John Dupee secured a number of 
signatures around the Board of Trade to an 
indorsement of Senator Wolcott's speech of 
Friday, and forwarded the document to New 
York, where it is expected later to have 
some effect in bolstering up the list.

Spain’s Warship Still Outside 
. New York’s Harbor. 


AMERICAN PILOT ABOARD, 


Extreme Caution Is Manifested 
the Foreigner. 


EXCHANGE OF GOURTESIES. 


New York, Feb. 19.—[Special.J—With gray 
fog clouded around it, like the smoke of 
battle, the Vizcaya, Spain’s crack cruiser, 
waits for sunlight to show the path into 
New York harbor. If the dense fog lifts it 
will weigh anchor at 7 o’clock tomorrow 
-morning and steam over the in charge of 
an American pilot, Daniel Gillespie. 

The warship remained at anchor all day. 
The place is. two miles south by southeast 
of the Scotland light. Six hundred yards 
to the east lay the Cunarder Campania, with 
all its passengers, anxious to get in. 

The liner was infinitely more quiet aboard 
than the big, black Spaniard. Fog bells 
rang continually from its decks, cloaked offi- 


walked up and down, and scarlet chevroned 
marines gathered in groups. Whenever a 
boat approaches the war vessel the port 
holes become frames for swarthy heads, 
wide-eyed with interest. 

A request for Captain Eulate from re- 
porters on a tug promptly brought that 
Official to the bridge, attended by several 
officers. They were all in full uniform— 
gold-laced caps, swords, binoculars, and all. 

Captain Eulate, a pleasant voiced man of 
medium height, was enveloped in a great 
overcoat. It was unbottoned, apparently 
having been thrown on hastily, and therefore 
did not conceal all the insignia of his posi- 
tion. He was the first to speak, asking 
what was wanted. 


Not Talking for Publication. 

On being told an interview, he replied 
pleasantly that he would be glad to give his 
views if it were not against rules and laws.

The fog lifted 
twice sufficiently to enable it to clear the 
bar, but Captain Eulate is determined to 
come into New York with his eyes open, 
when he can inspect every inch of the way. 

Pilot Gillespie did not expect last night 
that the fog would lift in time to let the 
warship in in the morning, and said that if 
it did not clear greatly.they would remain 
where they were. 

All day long the reserves at the station of 
the harbor police waited at plier A, 
North River, for orders to proceed down the 
bay to escort the Vizcaya to its anchorage 
and establish a system of police patrol. 
At 5 o'clock p. m. word Was received from 
the. Spanish consulate that the Vizcaya 
would certainly not come up in the night. 
Sefior M. de Suarez of the Spanish Consul 
General's office, together with several at- 


afternoon, and learned this from Captain 
Eulate. 

As soon as the Vizcaya ts ready to weigh 
anchor the commandant of the navy will 
inform Chief McCullagh, and Chief Mc- 
Cullagh will notify Captain Ebert F. Smith 
of the harbor police, who will get everything 
in readiness to await the arrival of the 
government tugs at pier A. The comple- 
ment of policemen will be placed on the gov- 
ernment tugs, and then, headed by the pa- 
trol, the three vessels will steam off and 
meet the Vizcaya as it enters the harbor. 

The Vizcaya will be saluted by the bat- 
teriés at Forts Hamilton and Wordsworth 
and also by the battery on Governor's Island. 
The cruiser will, as agreed on tonight, an- 
chor off Tompkinsville. The two government 
tugs will begin their eight hours’ tour, and 
the patrol will proceed to the city and return 
in eight hours with a fresh reserve force 
for the boats encircling the Vizcaya. All 
boats will be kept from the cruiser. 

Crowds assembled at the battery today to 
view the Vizcaya when it reached the upper 
bay, and a park police sergeant and four- 
teen reserves from the park police were on 
hand to keep them in order. In spite of the 
fog and rain the curious ones stood for 
hours, with their faces turned down the 
bay, in hope of seeing the Vizcaya. Late 
in’ the afternoon they gave up and one by 
one departed. 


Sorrow Over the Maine Disaster. 


New York, Feb. 19.—A reporter of the As- 
sociated Press boarded the Spanish cruiser. 
Vizeaya at 8:45 a. m. today, dn company 
with Commander Sobral, naval attaché of 
the Spanish Legation at Washington, Vice 
Consul Mariano Fabregas Setelo, Don Man- 
vel 8. de Suarez, secretary of the Spanish 
consulate, and a detective detailed by Chief 
of Police McCullagh. As Commander So- 
bral was not in uniform the marines were 
not lined up to receive the visitors, and the 
formal welcome was replaced by the ex- 
change of hospitable greetings in true Cas- 
tilian style. Captain Antoni Eulate shook 
hands cordially with his visitors. Every- 
body on board knew of the Maine’s fate, 
and from the youngest apprentice to the 
senior officer all the Spaniards were eager 
to express their sorrow. An officer long in 
the Spanish navy said: “‘ The loss of so 
many brave men and so fine a ship is an 
appalling catastrophe. The American navy 
and people have our sincere sympathy.” 

The idea that the Maine was destroyed by 
treachery was scorned. Not an officer on 
board would for a moment entertain any 
solution of the disaster except that it was 
caused through accident. “Such things 
have happened,” an officer would say. “ It 
is terrible, but it is part of the lot of a bat- 
tleship. In peace the danger is often as 
great as In war.” 
|} No one could be found on board who 
evinced the slightest anxiety as to the treat- 
ment or safety of the Vizcaya while in New 
York harbor. Expressions on the subject of 
the extraordinary precautions taken for 
their protection were guarded. 

The trip of the Vizcaya from Las Palmas 
to New York was not withoUt incident. Be- 
tween the Bermudas and Cape Hatteras it 
ran into a series of minor cyclones which 
ended in a hurricane. “Captain Eulate, 
speaking of his boat's behavior, said: “‘ She 
is a magnificent sea boat, and, despite thir- 
ty-four hours’ battering of heavy seas, no 
accident occurred nor was a man injured.” 

The hurricane explains the tardiness of the 
Vizeaya’s arrival here. Thé@ trip across, 
bowever, was taken leisutely, and no at- 
tempt was made to test the remarkable coal 
capacity of the cruiser. é bunkers hold 
coal enough to enable it to steam for twenty 
consecutive days at the rate of twenty-one 
miles an hour, an accomplishment possessed 
by but few warships. 

The hull of the Vizcaya is graceful. The 
lines are easy, terminating forward in one of 
the most vicious looking rams ever seen in 
these waters. The freeboard is low, leaving 
little as a target. The guns in the fore and 
aft turrets have an effective range of ten 
miles. On the upper or main battery, two 
fore and two aft, a direct fore-and-aft fire is 
provided. The guns adjeining these have 
a midway range between fore and aft and 
broadside fire. There is the usual main deck 
broadside rapid firing battery. The lower 
deck has a somewhat similar arrangement, 
including Nordenfeldts and other modern en- 

The marines and 
sailors are fine specimens, and the order 
which prevailed on beard today was excel- 
lent.

Aside from the instructions going 
through Mr. du Bosc the Spanish naval au- 
thorities at New York are in commtnica- 
tion with the Minister of Marine at Madrid. 
In view of the feeling that there need be 
no apprehension it is understood by the 
Spanish authorities here that there will be 
no restrictions on visiting the Viséaya be- 
yond the necessary precautions of prevent- 
ing an indiscriminate by the pub- 
lic at large. ‘ 

Mr. du Bosc called at the State department 
at noon and officially notified the authorities 
of the presence of the Viacaya in American 
water. 

If is expected that General Merritt, com- 
manding the Department of the East at 
New York, will make a formal call upon 
the commander of the Spanish warship now 
lying in the harbor. Whilé the strict let- 
ter of naval etiquette would be satisfied by a 
call from our naval authorities upon the 
ship's commander the usual course is for 
the highest military official in the neighbor- 
hood to call either.in person or throtigh a 
member of the staff to send his compliments. 


WARSHIP OR CABLE STEAMER? 


Mysterious Vessel Reaches Sandy 
Hook and Anchors for the — 
Night. 

New York, Feb. 19.—At 10:10 o’clock to- 


night the observer at Sandy Hook reported 
that a warship was passing there, bound in, 


and that it appeared to him to be an Ameri- 


can vessel. 

The warship anchored a half mile off shore 
between the point of the hook and the gov- 
ernment dock. The observer says that the 
ship stands high out of water and is well 
lighted up. It looks like a cruiser. 

The Sandy Hook observer says that the 
weather Is so thick he can see little, but from 
its general appearance he thinks it to be the 
Brooklyn. 

New York, Feb. 20—2:30 a. m.—The cable 
steamer Mackay-Bennett is anchored in the 
bay off Sandy Hook. It is probable that it 
is the vessel which was believed to have 
been an American cruiser. 


PROCTOR WILL VISIT CUBA. 


It Is Claimed That He Is Going as the 
Personal Representative of 
President McKinley. 


New York, Dec. 19.—[{Special. ]}—A.dispatch 
to the Journal from Washington says: 
“ Senator Proctor of Vermont, a warm per- 
sonal friend of President McKinley and Sec- 
retary of War under President Harrison, 
left last night for Florida. After spending 
a few days there he will start for Havana, 
and, if the conditions are favorable, will 
penetrate into the interior, where the Cuban 
insurgents are intrenched. 

‘It was denied at the Capitol that Senator 
Proctor goes on any mission for.the Presi- 
dent, but there is a strong belief that the 
former Secretary of War, whose close friend- 
ship for McKinley is recognized, goes for the 
purpose of making a personal report to the 
President concerning the conditions that he 
may find upon the island. It was given 
out that Senator Proctor goes simply for rest 
and for the purpose of recuperating his fail- 
ing health. It is known, however, that 
Senator Proctor was never in better physical 
condition than he is at present. The asser- 
tion that it was necessary for him to visit 
semi-tropical climes for his health is 
laughed at by those intimately associated 
with the rugged Senator from Vermont. 

“Whether he will be able to get beyond 
the Spanish lines and into the camp of the 
insurgents is a question that cannot be now 
answered. Immediately upon his arrival in 
Havana Senator Proctor will confer with 
Consul General Lee, and his future move- 
ments will depend largely upon the advice 
given him by that official.” ‘ 


INCIDENTS OF THE DISASTER. 


Survivors Tell of Their Experiences 
When the Warship Maine Was 
Blown Up. 


Havana, Feb. 19.—Now that the first shock 
of the awful disaster is over, the survivors 
ere recovering from their dazed condition 


and relate some of their experiences. 


William Maginnis, one of the crew, says 
he thought at first the explosion was shots 
from the Spanish forts. He was hurled 


“from his hammock, and immediately began 


to get ready for fighting. In Igs delirium 
after the rescue he wes all the while talk- 
ing about whipping the Spaniards. 

The only one from the lower part of the 
ship who was saved was William Gartrell, 
a fireman. Miracvlous as it may seem, he 
was blown through the upper decks without 
being in the least hurt. 

A gold chalice was lost in the general 
destruction by Father Chidwick, the chap- 
lain of the ship. It had been givén him by 
the crew, and he prized it highly. 

An almost humorous feature—it weuld 
be humorous if it could be disassociated 
from the awful horror of the thing—was the 
case of Joseph Lutz, a marine. He was 
blown from his hammock with the flying 
débris into space. He camé down on tle 
deck, and immediately began hunting for 
his shoes and trousers, Then he jumped 
into the water. 


SIGSBEE’S BROTHER IN CHICAGO 


He Is Western Representative of an 


Eastern Corset Company—Says 
Little of the Disaster. 


L. P. Sigsbee; Western representative of 
an Eastern corset company, with headquar- 
ters in Chicago, is a brother of Captain 
Sigsbee of the Maine. He was on 4 cruise 
with the Captain last August when the 
Maine was off Fisher’s Island. 

In 1874 Mr. Sigsbee began what he sup- 

was a six months’ cruise with his 
brother, and remained with him four years 
and a half, during which time Captain Sigs- 
bee and Professor Alexander Agassiz were 
engaged in deep sea sounding and dredging 
operations in the Gulf of Mexico, the Car- 
ibbean Sea, the Straits of Florida, anc the 
Gulf of Maracaybo. Mr. Sigsbee Was in 
charge of the paymaster’s accounts, with 
headquarters in Key West, the greater part 
of the time. When Captain, then Lieutenant 
Commander, Sigsbee was succeeded by Cap- 
tain Bartlett, L. P. Sigsbee was retained 
in his position. Lieutenant Commander 
Sigsbee’s vessel then was the Blake, a ccast 
survey schooner, a sister ship to the Bache, 
which has been sent to Havana with divers’ 
appliances. 

L. P. Bigsbee remained in the government 
service seven years, coming to Chicago from 
Albany, N. Y. He is 38 years of dge. and bears 
a striking resemblance to the commander 
of the ill-fated Maine. By 
When seen yesterday air. Sigsbee was 
willing to talk about almost any subject 
that could be mentioned provided the sub- 
ject of the. Maine disaster was Kept in the 
background. He said he had not heard 
from his brother since the catastrophe and 
would not discuss letters received from Cap- 
tain Sigsbee before the explosion.

HE TALKS TOO FREELY. 


Spying for Information at the 
Fortifications. 


LONG AND DAY TAKE ACTION 


New York, Feb. 19.—[Special.)—A dispatch 
to the Journal from Washington says: 
“Dupuy de Lome was sent back to Spain 
for writing his thoughts on American af- 
fairs; his naval attaché, Lieutenant Sobral, 
may soon follow him for indiscreetly utter- 
ing his opiniens. 

*“Sefior Du Bosc, the Spanish Chargé 
Affaires, has been called to account for 
the unfriendly utterances of Lieutenant 
Don José Sobral in regard to the ‘ lax dis- 
cipline’ in the navy and the success of his 
espionage while in the United Statés. Lieu- 
tenant Sobral will be rebuked, and there is 
little doubt that he will be quietly serit home 
by the Chargé d’Affaires. 

“When Judge Day learned this afternoon 
that Liéutenant Sobral had submitted to 
an interview in New York, saying that the 
disaster to the Maine was due to the dis- 
cipline and the watch being lax, and boast- 
ing that if the United States and Spain 
should engage in war the latter government 
would profit greatly by the secret informa- 
tfon which he, as naval attaché in this coun- 
try, had gathered, he was exceedingly 
angry. He appealed to Assistant Adee for 
precedents and then sent for Sefior Du Bosc 
to appear at the department with some ex- 
planation. 
“The Spanish Chargé d’Affcires, smiling 
ani extremely affable, answered the sum- 
mons in person at Judge Day’s door. _prompt- 
ly at 3 o’clock, ten minutes later Secretary 
Long appeared, coming by a roundabout 
course through the War department cor- 
ridor. For half an hour the three remained 
together, and Judge Day, in-very plain lan- 
guage, 'tnformed the Spanish representutive 
that ‘the temper of the United States would 
not brook such unfriendly and ili-desorved 
criticisms. 

** Secretary Long doubted the slurs of the 
naval attaché, and said he could hardly 
believe that Sobral had uttered them: he 
added if Sobral had sald these things an in- 
dignant protest would come from the havy 
if he were permitted to remain here in offi- 
cial service. Promising to make inquiry 
Officially - and inform the department 
whether Sobral had been guilty of such in- 
discretion, Sefior Du Bosc took his departure. 
Asked this evening if Judge Day had de- 
manded an explanation of SoBral’s 
ance, Sefior Du Bosc evasively replied that 
he did not believe the naval attaché had 
said any such things. 

“* Jeutenant Sobral has been mis- 
quoted,’ said he. ‘I called at the depart- 
ment this afternoon simply to say that the 
Vizeaya could not proceed up the bay today 
because of fog.’ 

**Sefior Du Bosc declined to explain why 
it required thirty minutes to convey such 
important information to Judge Day and 
Secretary Long. If a secretary of embassy 
or legation or an attaché become persona 
non grata to the United States this fact is 
made known only to the head of the em- 
bassy by the State department, and he is 
requested to take proper action, He com- 
municates with the Naval or War office at 
home, and the next mail brings an order of 
withdrawal. Thus the offending attaché is 
sent home quietly, and often the action 
is taken before the matter gets into print. 
** Numerous compiaints have been made 
to the War department of Lieutenant 
Sobral’s effort to get inside information re- 
lating to the Southern fortifications, but, 
owing to the fact that the attaché and De 
Lome, then the Spanish Minister, were such 
close friends, no official notice was taken 
of the complaints for fear of offending the 
Ministe?. He was discovered going about 
the government works at Charleston in a 
manner to indicate that he was securing in- 
formation of their strength. He also pub- 
lished in Spain an article over his own sig- 
nature criticising our ¢oast defenses. 


BIG GUNS WERE ALL LOADED. 


Maine Sailor Writes That the Crew 


Expected Trouble in Ha- 
vana. 


Wilton, N. H., Feb. 19.—[Spec 1. ]—Here 
is the last letter of brave Fred Blomberg 
to his mother in Wilton, N. H., showing 
sentiment among Spanish in Havana: 

Havana, Cuba, Feb. 8.—Dear Mother: I 
got your papers, but I got no letters. Are 
you getting tired, or didn’t you send them? 
We have been here for five days, and think 
‘we will stay here till all trouble is settled. 
We came in here all ready to be fired on. 
We had all the guns loaded, and they will 
stay loaded till we leave. When we passed 
Morro Castlé two torpedo boats met us, and 
would not let us enter Havana. But we had 
orders to go in, and you can bet when they 
saw our ten-inch guns they would not in- 
terfere. The whole North Atlantic Squad- 
ron is outside waiting for orders. We can 
see fighting going on all around, but they 
don’t seem to interfere with us. In the even- 
ing boats go up and down the harbor, and 
all you can hear is ‘ Death to Americans!’ 
It is funny to me that we don’t get blown 
up. I have nothing more to write this time. 
I am going to send this letter by one of our 
torpedo boats that takes all our mail. We 
could not trust the Spaniards with it. First 
it has to go to General Lee here, and then 
it goes to the torpedo boat. I think you 
will get it. Send my punching bag. I asked 
you in the last letter I wrote. Goodby. My 
address, Key West. FRED BLOMBERG.”’

“Tf the Maine explosion shal] prove to 
have been caused by design, yet through no 
fault of the Spanish government, what ac- 
tion by Spain wéuld satisfy the diplomatic 
requirements of the situation? Could the 
crime be treated as a casus belli?”’ 
| Lord Dufferin’s answer is: 

“In reply to the question contained in 
your letter of the 17th of February I can 
only say that, in my opinion, the crime of 
@ private individual, however wicked and 
abominable and however disastrous in its 
consequences, if committed on his own in- 
itiative, can never become a just casus belli 
between two nations. The other day the 
President of'a South American republic 
‘as murdered by a man alleged to be an 
‘English subject. The assassination of the 
chief of a state undoubtedly is one of the 
most heinous. offenses in the criminal cate- 
gory. Yet no one would contend that the 
republic thus widowed of its chief would be 
entitled to make war on Great Britain. 
History mentions other occasions where sim- 
lar attempts upon the lives of rulers have 
been made without any question having en- 
sued of hostilities between the injured coun- 
try and the country of which the assassin 
was a subject, even though it might be a 
matter of common notoriety that a-section 

* of his compatriots might be disposed to ap- 
plaud the act. For instance, the assassin 
of the late President Carnot was an Italian, 
yet on the occasion of the President’s la- 
mented death there was no question of war 
between Italy and France. The melancholy 
loss of life ronsequent upon the destruction 
of the Maine adds to the horror of the catas- 
_trophe, but would not remove it—even if the 
_ result of a crime, which seems hardly possi- 
ble—from the category of cases to which I 
have referred.

One of the first callers to- 
day was Sir Edward Thornton, formerly 
Minister to Washington, who explained that 
he had not called before because he was in 
the country when news of the disaster 
reached him. The Chinese naval attaché 
in London, Commodore Chin Guen-Tao, was 
also an early caller, and the embassy was 
inundated by noon with uigh officers of the 
English army and navy. Among them were 
Admiral Richards and Vice Admiral Sir 
William Kennedy, all bringing messages of 
Sympathy and regret. Mr. White received 
today from Assistant Secretary Day mes- 
sages of thanks for the sympathetic expres- 
sions from the Queen, Prince and Princess 
of Wales, Duke of Connaught, and the Lord 
Mayor of London, sent by President Mc- 
Kinley. The message of thanks to the 
Queen was at once sent to the Foreign Of- 
fice, and Lord Salisbury informed Mr. White 
’ that he would lay it before the Queen at 
Once. The messages from the President to 
the Prince and Prinéess of Wales, the Duke 
of Connaught, and the Lord Mayor were 
also delivered early this afternoon. The 
Chargé d’Affaires received a letter and a 

Message from the Duke and Duchess of 
York explaining ;that their absence in the 
country had prevented their hearing of the 
terrible disaster to the Maine before today.

Dr. Bigar, the technical constructor of 
the Fairfield Shipbuilding company of Clyde, 
gays:

I know 
the general lines of construction of the 
Maine, but, although they do not specially 
favor the possibility of an explosion, there

NEW HORRORS IN MACEDONIA. 


Turks Inflict Frightful Tortures on the 
Bulgarians Who Fall Into 
Their Hands. 


Constantinople, Feb. 15 [delayed in trans- 
mission].—The note of the Bulgarian agent 
to the Turkish government protesting 
against the treatment which the Bulgarians 
have been subjected to in Macedonia re- 
veals a state of affairs similar to that which 
existed in Armenia. It says that village 
after village has been surrounded by the 
Turkish army, that wholesale arrests have 
been made, and that the prisoners have been 
subjected to unheard of tortures. The note 
further gives a list of the villages and the 
names of the victims to whom torture has 
been applied. Schoolmasters, it appears, 
have been the special objects of vengeance. 
The following tortures are recited in the 


official document, and in each case the name 


of the victim is given: Hot iroes thrust into 
mouths; legs broken; splinters driven under 
the nails; ked feet placed, on hot stoves; 
hung by the feet for fifteen hours; tied to 
horses’ tails; beaten to death; hung by the 
feet over fire.

CRIME OF A BANK OFFICIAL. 


Paying Teller William N. Boggs and 
His Four Accomplices Being 
Prosecuted in Delaware. 


Wilmington, Del., Feb. 19 —[{Special.]— 
Wiliam N. Boggs, the defaulting paying 
teller of the First National Bank of Dover, 
is in this city today in the custody of the 
United States Marshal. It is stated that 
Boggs is ready to tell the complete stcry of 
the looting of the bank, and also to reveal 
whatever outside collusion he had in making 
away with about $107,000 of the bank’s 
money. 

In connection with Boggs’ return, Harry 
A. Richardson, President of the'bank, yes- 
terday lodged complaint befpre United 
States Commissioner Smith, in’accoriance 
with which warrants were issued for four 
prominent citizens of Kent County for aid- 
ing and abetting Boggs in his work. 

These citizens are E. T. Cooper of Mil- 
ford, formerly of Dover; ex-Sheriff Amos 
Cole of this city, formerly of Dover; Thomas 
S. Clark, and Charles L. Butier of Dover 
The complaint of President Richardson al- 
leges that those parties aided and abetted 
Boggs to loot the bank. The amount for 
which each is charged with being responsi- 
ble is as follows: Cooper, $23,000; Clark, 
$4,000: Cole, $1,420; Butler, $158. The hear- 
ing was had today, and these four were re- 
leased on bail. Boggs was committed with- 
out bail. 

Boggs disappeared from Dover on May 29 
last. For ten years he had been the trusted 
paying teller ef the First Nationa! Bank of 
that town. But he had been persistently 
taking large sums from the bank, and when 
experts were put to work they found #107,- 
000 missing. Since that time detectives have 
been looking for him both for the American 
Surety company of New York and for the 
reward which was offered by the bank for 
his arrest. He was induced to come back 
by correspondence with him through his 


family.

DANCE IN QUAINT GARB. 


GERMANIA CLUB 18 THE SCENE OF A 
PICTURESQUE BALL, 


formed Into a Typical Village in the 
Fatherland and Guests Wear the 
Varied Dress of the Provinces— 
Grand March an Unusual Affair— 
Gayety Continues Until Dawn— 
Those Who Attended. 


The peasantry of Germany, with all its 
traditions and romance, its quaint costumes 
and odd customs, held undisputed sway at 
the Germania club last evening. It was the 
occasion of the annual masquerade of the 
Mannerchor, and the affair will go down in 
the club’s history as the most successful 
ever given. One thousand persons were on 
the floor and half as many occupied the 
balconies and boxes, applauding each group 
and encouraging the several champions. 

The big clubhouse was turned into a Ger- 
man village and peasants swarmed in every 
nook and corner. The second floor had been 
transformed-into a German Village of the 
most provincial type, with its postoffice, 
cafés, drinking booths, and game fields. The 
entire hall was decorated in shoaves of 
wheat, implements, und‘ other articles fa- 
miliar with the German peasantry, all sig- 
nificant of the Baugrn ball.” 

A dozen booths were scattered around the 
big hall. Every province, from the far 
rorth to the romantic south; was represent- 
ed. Bavarians, and, in fact, every other 
branch of the great German race were rep- 
resented, and each group vied with the 
cthers in point of numbers and originality 
of costumes. 

The familiar games and village dances of 
the Fatherland were part of the program, 
while several amusing surprises had been 
arranged for by the committee in charge. 


Military Band Reproduced. 


Among these was the “ German Cutras- 
siers,”” a martial looking lot of young men 
under the leadership of Fred Maas. The 
Cuirassiers were dressed in the regulation 
German military band un{form, and each of 
the twenty was something of a musician. 
Mr. Maas himself was disguised as Philip 
Sousa, and waved his baton in a splendid 
style as his band struck up one of Sousa’s 
marches. The appearance of the band on 
the floor was a signal for an outburst of 
laughter, but when it was seen that the band, 
every member of which was gotten up in the 
most grotesque fashion, could really play 
the much-battered instruments they held in 
their hands, the laughter of the audience 
turned to applause. Just at the moment 
when Mr. Maas was giving his baton a most 
Sousa-like wave a fresh burst of music was 
heard at the entrance, and in marched a 
band of village musicians playing an old- 
fashioned German air. The two bands en- 
deavored to outplay each other until Mr. 
Maas could no longer control his musicians, 
who burst from their ranks and fell upon 
the village musicians with a feigned yell of 
rage. To the amazement of the spectators, 
however, nothing more serious than bottles 
were broken during the scrimmage. 

Another feature of the ball was the village 
postoflice, which did a thriving business. 
Swains patronized it liberally, and Postmas- 
ter E. L. Boldenweck had his hands full. 
Letters were dispatched to all parts of the 
hall by pretty messengers, and each brought 
its reward, a meeting, under the trysting 
pole. The fortune teller told fortunes, and 
the hermit monks gave advice to all who 
sought it, while the pompous recruiting offi- 
cer, with dangling sword and fierce mus- 
tache, struck terror to the hearts of nearly 
every able-bodied youth in the hall by drag- 
ging him from the side of his fair one and 
forcing him to enter the ranks of the sol- 
diery. Innumerable other surprises were 
on the list, and none escaped being made a 
victim, while many were constantly paying 
forfeits or making frantic efforts to escape. 


Grand March Is Novel. 


The grand march began at 10:30and wasa 
most original affair. It was one continual 
struggle for the lead. First a docile and dig- 
nified band of hermit monks led, then a 
riotous crowd of students took the lead, 
later a gang of rough and quarrelsome sol- 
diers forced the students into second place, 
and then the blacksmiths, gypsies, and har-

by the storm until it was on the time of the

A relief train bearing physicians and 
nurses, dispatched from this city, was sev- 
eral hours reaching the scene, on account of 
drifts.

Former Congressman from Missouri 
‘Dies at a St. Louis Hospital, Two 
Weeks After His Wife. 


St. Louis, Mo., Feb. 19.—[Special.]—Ex- 
Congressman John J. O’Neill died this morn- 
ing at the Mullanphy Hospital, succumbing 
to kidney disease. He was 52 years old. 
While ministering to her husband several 
weeks ago Mrs. O'Neill fell ill with rheu- 
matic fever and died on Feb. 9, but the fact 
was kept from Mr. O'Neill, owing to his 
condition. Mr. O'Neill was one of the best- 
knéwn men in St. Louis. -His political career 
began with his election to the House of Del- 
egates and subsequently to the State Legis- 
lature. He was elected to Congress in 1884 
and served four terms. He was famous as 
an orator and wit. Mr. O'Neill ves eight 
children.

Montreal, Que., Feb. 19.—Joseph A. Mer- 
cier, brother of the late Premier backed 
by immense capital, has just concluded a 
deal with the government by which he has 
the sole right to dredge 280 miles of rivers 
in the heart of the Klondike district. The 
arrangement is for from five to thirty miles 
on each of fourteen rivers in the Klondike 
district.

Anent the Maine Disaster. 


Concerning the cause of the explosion at 
Havana naval experts here have little to say 
in the absence of expert testimony. Those 
whose opinions I have learned believe that 
the accident was caused spontaneously on 
board the ship, and was not due to treachery 
outside; but they are not willing to be quoted 
definitely and doubt whether the facts will 
ever be known since the Spanish experts 
will be certain to raise a controversy, even 
if the divers find that some plates were 
driven inward and not outward. The re- 
mark of one evening journal that the dis- 
cipline on American warships is not equal 
to that of the British fleet is not repeated by 
English naval experts. The moral which 
they candidly point is that the modern bat- 
tleship is a floating fortress with terrible re- 
sources for self-destruction as well as for 
offensive warfare. Science, they say under 
their breath, has converted the proudest 
navies into a series of sleeping volcanoes, 
peace and heaven—possibly hell—only knows 
what they will do in time of war. 

The members of the diplomatic corps are 
most wary in discussing the international 
complications caused by the loss of the 
Maine, but the opinion prevails that the im- 
mediate effect so far as Spain is concerned 
will be to induce a conciliatory course, as 
is already shown in the treatment of the 
De Lome affair. The suspicion that the ex- 
plosion may not have been accidental is so 
terrible, since, if proved, it would array the 
civilized world against Spain, that the min- 
istry will spare no pairs to avoid giving un- 
necessary offense in the negotiations and 
to make reasonable concessions to the Amer- 
ican government.

CLASH IS WITH ENGLAND. 


More Likely to Bring War than 
Chinese Affairs, 


ONLY HALF THE TRUTH TOLD

World.J—As predicted last Saturday and 
now admitted by the English government, 
the real danger menacing European peace 
is not the Chinese imbroglio, but the clash- 
ing of English and French irterests in west 
Africa. Cable messages of such gravity 
were received yesterday by Colonial Secre- 
tary Chamberlain from the Governors of the 
Gold coast that a Cabinet meeting was sum-~- 
moned immediately to deliberate on the sit- 
uation. 

Ihave high authority for stating that the 
dispatches read in the House of Commons 
by Mr. Chamberiain tell less than half the 
truth. They record merely the actual at- 
tempted aggressions of the French expedi- 
tion; but the dispatches considered by the 
Cabinet disclose French preparations for 
further encroachment on the British sphere 
of Influence, indicating a purpose to pro- 
voke hostilities. A distinguished member 
of Parliament, an ex-official and expert on 
foreign affairs, said today: 

“'The French actions are intelligible. The 
Wrench government is itching to make a& 
startling diversion the abominable 
scandal of the Zola trial, which at once hor- 
rifies and convulses the civilized world by its 
gross ani farcical injustice. I don't believe 
that war will result, but a sensational 
Anglo-French crisis would equally suit the 
purposes of the French Ministers and the 
Militarists, who, under the cloak of honor 
of the army, are dragging the honor of 
France itself in the mire.”

CRITICAL. IN WEST AFRICA. 


England and France Engaged in a Bit- 
ter Struggle for Terri- 
tory.

19.—[Cepyright, 1898, by the 
New York Evening Post.)—The outiook in 
west Africa seems stormy. Eng- 
land and France are tn the midst of a close 
hand-to-hand struggle for territory. This 
struggle has been proceeding for months 
past with a severity of which English pub- 
lic opinion hardly has dreamed. At last 
they begin to realize the position, and the 
manner of last night’s statement of Secre- 
in the House of Com- 
mons shows how nervous British Ministers 
are lest one false step should force the ques- 
tion beyond the reach of peaceful diplomacy. 
Under ordinary circumstances Mr. Chamber- 
lain could not have-informed the House, as 
he .did Jast night, of what to England are 
repeated acts of French’aggression without 
a repetition, in the Birmingham phraseology 
of Sir Michael Hicks-Beach's “ swear,” that 
‘England would stand no such nonsense. In- 
stead he read telegrams to an eager, crowd- 
ed house with the simple preface: ‘I must 
leave it to honorable members to appre- 
ciate their importance.” 

The danger from inflamed public opinion 
is a very real one, for the newspapers here 
appear today with flaming headlines of 
* Insult to the British Flag,’’ while even the, 
radical papers’ like the Chronicle andthe 
Daily News counsel Lord Salisbury to stand 
firm in preventing France from doing in 
west Africa what she has done in Madagas- 
car, and what Russia is seeking to do in 
China—namely: creating trade spheres from 
which the commerce of all other nations 
will be selfishly @xcluded. In a word, Eng- 
land’s policy is an open west Africa, as 
an open China—open, that is, to the com- 
merce not of Great Britain alone, but of the 
whole world. 

France Is Aggressive. 

‘France’s determined aim is to secure con- 
trol of the Niger, and, by controlling that 
great artery of commerce, to shut all other 
traders outside of a huge slice of west 
Africa. In pursuit of this policy M. Hano- 
taux, the French Foreign Minister, has 
thrown over principles upon which the 
European powers had agreed to play tHe 
game in Africa—namely: possession based 
‘on priority of treaty with the natives or on 


| the doctrine of rights over the hinterlands 


of acknowledged spheres of influence, In 
place of these accepted principles M. Hano- 
taux now asserts that effective occupation 
.must be the only basis of right to territory, 
well knowing that while England has left 
this occupation of territory to the enfeebled 
hands of the Niger company France has 
been spending vast sums of State money 
to great effect for many months past. 

This is the root and cause of the present 
deadlock, and more than ‘once Lord Salis- 
bury’s insistence, through Sir Edward 
Monson, the British Ambassador in Paris, 
has created an unpledsant strain between 
‘Downing street and the Quai d'Orsay. 
France has forced England back to the old 
game of scramble in Africa. Each country 
is seizing what it can, leaving the exact 
balance of possession to be struck later. 
Herein lies the gravity of the situation, for 
in this race for territory in untapped re- 
gions collisions are dangerously probable 
and the sensitiveness of public opinion in 
both France and England makes it extreme- 
ly difficult for Lord Salisbury or M. Hano- 
taux to retreat from any position, however 
extravagant and really inequitable. 

The Dreyfus case has been a real help to 
peace in diverting boulevard fanaticism, and 
China has done.somewhat of the same serv- 
ice with the English in the cause of Anglo- 
‘French peace, but these diversions are but

Uneasy Over India. 

It is quite evident from this week’s debate 
in the House of Commons that the govern- 
ment is feeling most uncomfortable over the 
practical failure as yet of the forward policy 
in India. Even now that the extravagant 
notions of making British subjects of these 
restless tribesmen has been abandoned, 
there remains a task of the gravest dim- 
culty before India can enjoy safe peace, 
leaving the Afridis to manage their own 
affairs in their own way and yet remain 
under British domination. The truth is that 
the government itself is not yet agreed on 
the exact direction of British policy. The 
high forward policy finds its chief -xponent 
outside the Cabinet in George Curzon, while 
within the Cabinet this aggressive line is 
met by Lord Salisbury’s desire, never strong- 
er than now, to remedy what he regards as 
England’s great blunder in the past, and to 
work harmoniously with Russia in all pos- 
sible ways. This desire explains much that 
otherwise would be inexplicable in Eng- 
land’s policy in China.’ 


Will Have a Catholic University. 


Ireland will ultimately have her university 
under Roman Catholic direction. 
certain after this week's debate in the House 
of Commons and Mr. Balfour's strong per- 
sonal appeal to his Ulster friends to recog- 
maize the inevitable fact that if they persist 
tm shutting the Roman Catholic majority out 
of their rights in the matter of higher 
education they will soon have the efface- 
ment of Trinity College as an essentially 
Protestant institution. But though the Ro- 
man Catholic university is bound to come, 
it cannot come this session, first, because 
Ireland’s share of Parliamentary time al- 
ready has been allotted to a local govern- 
ment bill; and second, because Colonel 
Saunderson and Orangemen generally are 
still in too fighting a mood to listen to rea- 
son. They-talk of making things hot for 
the government over Ireland’s new local 
government bill. They are especially wrath- 
ful because of the proposed assimilation of 
the Irish municipal franchise to the English 
municipal franchise.

DISCUSSES THE ZOLA TRIAL. 


Dr. Felix Adler Says Public Sentiment 
Is Gravitating to the Side of 
Aocuped.” 


« 
‘Dr Felix Adler of the Society of Ethical 
Culture of New’ York, who will lecture at 
Steinway Hall this morning on " The Need 
of a Practical Philosophy in Life,” arrived 
in the city yesterday and registered at the 
Auditorium. 

** The spectacle presented by the Zola trial 
is a most amazing one,’ he said. “It is 
simply another illustration of the occasional 
tendency of the French people to give way 
to periods of frenzy. That the machinery 
of the law in a civilized nation, especially a 
republic, should countenance such pro- 
cedure is sufficient to cause the rest of the 
civilized world to stand aghast. That it will 
be followed by a reaction, which will prob- 
ably result in practically revolutionizing 
existing methods of procedure in the future, 
admits of little doubt. A strange feature of 
the present agitation is the fact the 
mob and the army—two elements usu- 
ally opposed to one, another—are 
united in opposition to Zola. The fact is, 
however, it is no longer a question of Zola, 
and his declared gullt or innocence will have 
but little bearing on the result which will 
be certain to follow. 

“It is unquestionably the fact, however, 
that the sober, intelligent sentiment of 
France is gravitating to Zola’s side.”’ 

Governor Scofield of Wisconsin was regis- 
tered at the Auditorium Annex yesterday. 

‘I think the sentiment of the great mass 
of the people of this country,” he said, “ ig 
to await the result of the investigation into 
the loss of the Maine before charging the 
Spanish government with the crime. Let 
the matter be carefully investigated, and if 
it shall then appear that the Spanish officials 
had any knowledge of the affair, then it will 
be time to act, and to act promptly and de- 
cisively.”

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VICTORIA IS OPPOSED TO WAR. 


Is Said to Have Informed Salisbury 
That She Will Never Again 
Sign a Declaration. 


London, Feb, 19.—The press continues its 
warning that the situation in west Africa 
between France and Great Britain is grow- 
ing more critical. It is impossiblé to aban- 
don the British flag without loss of honor, it 
is said. According to the Daily Chronicle 
France and Germany are casting covetous 
eyes upon Liberia and are contemplating 
its annexation. 

It is widely accepted that Joseph Cham- 
berlain, the Secretary of State for the Colo- 
nies, is endeavoring to put backbone into 
the Marquis of Salisbury’s dealings with 
France, Mr. Chamberlain persisting in view- 
ing the matter purely from the point of 
view of the Colonial Office and urging above 
all things the maintaining of Great Britain’s 
interests as a colonizing power. Sir Thomés 
Wemyss Reid, editor of the Speaker, is re- 
sponsible for the statement that Mr. Cham- 
berlain would have pushed his pro-British 
policy in Africa to the risk of war, and the 
Marquis of Salisbury’s attitude in opposing 
it, therefore, lends some countenance to 
the gossip that the Queen has informed the 
Marquis of Salisbury that she will never 
again sign a declaration of war. 

The Standard this morning, commenting 
editorially on the news from west Africa, 
says: 

“The dispatches read by Mr. Chamber- 
lain are of the very gravest importance. 
A French officer has established with a 
large force a station at a place we regard 
as within our sphere. It must be recog- 
nized that the time has arrived to face the 
situation. The prospect is serious, but no 
English Cabinet can venture to purchase 
peace by abandoning what is considered an 
inimpeachable right.”

The most trustworthy barometer of the 
political status of the capital is the Parisian 
shopkeeper, who is in daily touch with the 
working masses on the one hand and the 
purchasing classes on the other.

It is a great mistake to sup- 
pose that the crazy young manifestants 
who yesterday hailed Count Esterhazy as if 
he were a conquering hero making a tri- 
umphal entry after a victorious campaign 
represent the true feelings of Paris. 


Power of the Socialists. 


“It must be remembered that the Social- 

ists, who have so far made no movement, one 
way or the other, but in disciplined silence 
await orders from their chiefs, today far out- 
number in Paris all other political groups 
put together, including the Radicals; and 
never before have they been under the lead- 
ership of a man of such popularity and 
abiiity as Jaures. 
. “I firmly believe that we are on the verge 
of events, as a result of which socialism 
will prevail, or else, just as it was the dread 
of socialism that drove France into the 
arms of Louis Napoleon, the nation be 
forced to take refuge in a dictatorship or a 
monarchy.”

SAYS M’KINLEY IS UNCIVIL. 


Count von Arnim Attacks the President 
for Not Phtting Dispatches in

Berlin, Feb. 19.—[Copyright, 1898, by W. 
R. Hearst.J]—During the discussion in the 
Reichstag this afternoon of the bill relat- 
ing to laws governing German mali steam- 
ers, Count Hermann von Arnim severely 
censured the managers of the German Lloyd 
Steamship company for permitting the pres- 
ent prevalence of English and Americans to 
the almest total exclusion of Germans, on 
board of fts vessels. 

In connection with this Count von Arnim 
referred to the latest exchange of dispatches | 
between Kaiser Wilhelm and President Mc- 
Kinley. The Count attacked McKinley bit- 
terly on account of what he termed “ lack 
of international courtesy.” He said: 
*“* Whenever, through representatives of for- 
eign governments, dispatches are sent from 
Berlin to the various Presidents of the re- 
publics they are politely worded in the lan- 
guages of these countries. But we do not 
find this courtesy reciprocated in the reply 
dispatches. The latest comes to us in 
English. This shows characteristically iow 
our modesty is misunderstood and abused 
abroad.”’

Bills Before the English House of Lords 


Bearing on Books, Dramas, 
Sermons, Etc. 


London, Feb. 19.—Two bills which have 
been introduced in the House of Lords and 
which undoubtedly will become law have 
excited much interest. One of them pro- 
poses to make an unauthorized translation 
an infringement of a copyright and extends 
the copyright to lectures and sermons, with 
the power to forbid néwspaper reports of 
them. In addition the measure provides that 
magazine authors are the owners of the 
copyright of their articles after three years 
and novelists are protected from dramatiza- 
tion, 

The other bill provides for the reform of 
company promoting, making directors, pro- 
moters, and venders individually Mable for 


providing a penalty of imprisonment for a 
term not exceeding two years. 3

Danger in Africa.

CEREMONY PERFO RMED HIGH UP 
THE AUDITORIUM. | 


Miss Libbie Hill Is the Bride, While the 
Husband Is Harry La Faunce, a 
Vaudeville Artist—Justice Foster 
Officiates and Forecaster Dunn Is 
One of the Witnesses—Storm Pre- 
-vents the Nuptials on the Roof as 
Contemplated. 


The weather bureau instruments on top 
of the Auditorium tower recorded a wedding 
last night. Miss Libbie Hill, -381 State 
street, formerly of Hart, Mich., was joined 
in wedlock 310 feet up in the air to Mr. 
Harry La Faunce, a musical artist who has 
done turns in the local vaudeville theaters. 
The wedding was to have taken place on the 
roof, but Forecast Official Dunn, although he 
was among those present, refused to turn 
off the snowstorm that was blowing. The 
wedding party found it impossible, under 
the circumstances, to remain upright on 
the roof, and as Justice Foster, who of- 
ciated, was not sure the ceremony would be 
binding if the bridal couple sat down, the 
plan. was abandoned. 

There were several drawbacks to the fes- 
tivities besides the weather. In the first 
place, the members of the party found it 
cost them 25 cents each to go up in the 
tower. Then, when the ceremony was all 
ready to begin, a fat man who acted as 
guide got stuck in the narrow trapdoor open- 
ing on the roof, where he had gone 'to re- 
connoiter, and there was another delay until 
he could extricate himself and take his place 
with the bridal party. 

The bride was attired in a blue dress and 
a white shirt waist. The bridemaid, Miss 
Laura Grant, also of 381 State street, wore 
a pink shirt waist. The best man was Mr. 
Sam Arrand, clerk at the Harrison Street 
Police Court. John Griffin, bailiff at the 
Harrison Street Police Court, one of the 
guests, was credited with having first 
thought of the idea of a marriage so high 
up in the air. 

There were just enough guests to com- 
fortably fill the small room in the tower. 
Besides those already mentioned there were 
only Mr. James M. Baillie, Harrison and 
Clark streets, and Mr. and Mrs. Frank Hess, 
881 State street, where the bride and groom 
will reside. Forecast Official Dunn and his 
friend, the weather man of Milwaukee, were 
present as guests of honor. Mr. Dunn 
played softly on an anemometer during the 
ceremony. 

Miss Hill, the bride, is the daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. George Hill of Hart, Oceana 
County, Mich. She is a brunette, of medium 
height, and is twelve years younger than 
the groom. She has resided in Chicago since 
last fall, coming to the city from Hart. The 
bride and groom have known each other 
only a few weeks, and the unique way in 
which the ceremony was performed was 
planned wholly by their friends. 

Mr. and Mrs. La Faunce will not make 
a wedding journey other than the one they 
took down four flights of stairs and seven- 
teen stories in the elevator immediately 
after the ceremony. They and their friends 
went at once to 381 State street, where a 
dinner was ready for the bridal party, and 
where they will be at home hereafter. 


A. L. LUETGERT IS SENTENCED. 


Judge Gary Overrules the Motion fora 
New Trial—Will Go to Joliet 
Within a Week. 


Judge Gary yesterday afternoon passed 
sentence of life imprisonment in the pen- 
itentiary on wife-murderer Adolph L. Luet- 
gert. After the Judge had overruled the 
motions of the attorneys for a new trial he 
turned to the prisoner and asked if he had 
anything to say why sentence of court 
should not be passed upon him. 

** Your Honor, all I have to say is what I 
said on the witness stand,”’ Luetgert an- 


swered. “I am not guilty of the crime of 
which I was convicted. I don’t think I had 
a fair trial in this court. That is all I have 
to say.”’ 

When he finished Luetgert leaned care- 
lessly against a pillar in the court room. 
Judge Gary continuing said: 

**The sentence of the court is that you be 
taken back to the common jail of Cook 
County from whence you came and there 
kept in custody until the Sheriff shall take 
you to the penitentiary at Joliet, where you 
shall remain during the term of your natural 
te in accordance with the verdict of the 
ury.”’ 

Luetgert sat down as the final words of the 
sentence were uttered, and, turning to his 
son Arnold, made some remark and laughed 
outright. 

The final court scene of the famous case 
was tame. Arguments of the counsel for the 
defendant were purely technical, and based 
almost exclusively upon alleged errors of 
omission and commission upon the part of 
the court with reference to the admission 
and restriction of certain istructions. Attor- 
ney Harmon asked for time to file a bill of 
exceptions and was given ninety days. A 
motion in arrest of judgment was filed and 
overruled. 

The record in the case will cost about 
$3,000. Attorney Harmon said that the 
money to pay for it would be forthcoming be- 
fore long. 

Jailer Whitman said last night that he did 
not know when he would take Luetgert 
to Joliet but it would probably be some day 
the present week. It was said that Luetgert 
might be taken to prison next Tuesday.

LAST SALE OF KANSAS PACIFIC. 


Final Step in the Transfer of the Road 
to the Reorganization Com- 
‘ mittee. 


- Topeka, Kas., Feb. 19.—The final step in 
the program of the sale of the Kansas 
Pacific railroad was taken today when the 
entire line from Kansas City to Denver was 
sold under the consolidated mortgage for 
$8,000,000. Judge W. D. Cornish read the 
decree and offered the property for sale, and 
Alvin W. Krech bid it in for $8,000,000. 

The party arrived at the Union Pacific 
Depot a few minutes before 11 o’clock and 
just at the hour Judge Cornish started to 
read the decree of foreclosure under the 
consolidated mortgage. When he finished 
Mr. Krech offered the $8,000,000 on the part 
of the Reorganization committee and the 
matter was ended. This completes the sale 
of the Kansas Pacific railroad and all liens 
against the property, government or other- 
wise, are now wiped out.

LEITER AND JULY WHEAT 


SHORTS EAGER TO LEARN WHETHER 
HE IS GOING INTO IT. 


May Soars to $1,009 and the Midsummer 
Month to 94j—Activity in the Mar- 
ket—Margin Calls Terrific During 
the Week—Minneapolis and Duluth 


Elevators to Yield Their Grain—Car. 


Famine Is Considered Unlikely— 
French Talks of the Situation. 


Is Joseph Leiter going into July wheat? 
Thus far he has confined his attentions to 
May and nearer futures and the cash prop- 
erty. He has demonstrated his contro! of 
May to the satisfaction of the people who 
have been fighting the advances. Shorts in 
May are in a stampede long before a deal in 
that month’s future is ever expected to cul- 
minate. He evidently has his cash holdings 
in better shape than ever before. It is ad- 
mitted that he has engaged transportation 
to Liverpool for practically all of the wheat 
not now in vesselS in the river and has dis- 
posed of it abroad in some way which will 
take it off the speculative market. Now 
he talks of moving his Minneapolis and 
Duluth wheat all-rail. Just what .terms he 
has made on the wheat shipped is not ma- 
terial to the shorts. If he has not sold it 
outright it could be sold without difficulty. 

May wheat has been recognized as a dan- 
gerous deal for weeks. Commission houses 
have let it alone. July sales have been looked 
upon as a “cinch.” The July trade has 
broadened out materially. Short sellers 


-in July have not figured on Leiter as a 


direet factor. July has been looked upon as 
@ new crop future on an entirely new basis. 


Leiter Dazes the Shorts. 

Yesterday there were suggestions that 
Leiter may take hold of July. There area 
lot of shorts who would like to know. They 
don’t want anything more to do with a man 
who buys grain and insists upon getting 
what he buys. With Leiter as a factor in 
the equation they do not know how to 


est deals on record is under way, and they 
recognize that all the traditions of the busi- 
néss are being violated, and that Leiter is 
making big money in these violations. They 
have no moral support from Armour. In 
fact, they are not sure that Armour was ever 
short wheat or is now extremely long. They 
are completely at sea, and their uncertainty 
is reflected in wild wheat quotations. 

For a short Saturday session there was 
plenty of action in yesterday’s wheat mar- 
ket. All previous high prices on the crop 
were discounted. The best prices for May 
and July wheat, $1.09 and 9414 cents, were 2% 
cents above the previous tip top figures. 
That shorts were stampeded was evidenced 
by the wild advance of May from $1.05 to 
$1.00 and of July from 89% cents to 94% 
cents. The small business done at. the 
top figures and the quick reaction were evi- 
dence that no conspicuous. big short lines 
were forced in. There was no agreement 
as to what the excitement wasallabout. It 
was a panic among shorts, but shorts have 
been coming with great unanimity all week. 
There was some war scare in it, but the 
drop in consols and the talk of complications 
between England and France were not suffi- 
cient f% explain a 5%-cent advance. 


Notice of Cash Wheat Intentions. 

The trade has had full notice of Mr. 

Leiter’s intentions regarding his cash wheat. 
It has had reports of freight engagements to 
the seaboard, ocean room engagements, and 
reports of sales abroad. Further loading 
orders here and rumors of all rail shipments 
of Leiter wheat from Duluth were ali in this 
line to increase thé apprehension of shorts 
yesterday. It was a matter of weekly and 
daily calls as much as anything else. Calls 
for last week on May wheat sold all the way 
from $1.00 to $1.07. Some of them had a 
possible profit of 9 cents in them. The July 
calls were anywhere from 88 to 92 cents, and 
sold even more freely. The sellers of these 
weekly calis and the sellers of the daily 
calls realized-that they would have to be 
protected after the early advance yesterday 
morning, and on the small offerings became 
panicky. After that the range was a matter 
of individual opinion. Quotations were en- 
tirely different in different parts of the pit. 
No one thought of February wheat. 

The significant feature of the advance was 
that the start wus made in July. In face of 
a discount under May of 14 to 15 cents com- 
mission men have advised July sales as ‘‘ an 
opportunity of a lifetime.’’ This is an argu- 
ment similar to that used when December 
became too dangerous a deal for the commis- 
sion houses and they rearranged their trade 
to shift over into May. May shorts have had 
their troubles two months ahead of the 
month in Which the delivery matures, and 
the July shorts have during the iast few 
days had suggestions that their position is 
rot entirely safe. There are a lot of things 
which might happen before July, especially 
with July wheat 15 cents below May. It is 
not generally believed that Leiter is in July, 
but the difference might tempt him in case 
May trade becomes more congested. 

Short sellers of July have had too much 
company, and when it developed that even 
July was hard to buy yesterday the explo- 
sion resulted. It was the kind of a market 
which suggests some house in trouble. Com- 
mission men say that if the gait is kept up 
the local trade will be cleaned out. Margin 
calis have been terrific all week, and of late 
the market has been one in Which scalpers 
cannot operate. Quotations % tol cent apart 
are too uneven for professional traders. They 
furnish too favorable upportunities for get- 
ting in at the top and out at the bottom. 


French Talks of the Situation. 

The Leiter-French offices were deserted 
early in the day, the king of the bulls going 
to Wheaton, where a pigeon shoot is in 
progress. Mr. French had little to say, but 
was quite ready to felicitate himself on the 
general wheat situation. 

“It has been practically a straightaway 
advance from 63c, around which point Mr. 
Leiter began to think favorably of wheat 
and to begin buying, and it may be stated as 
a fact that every bushel of wheat he will se}l 
will show a handsome profit.”’ 

The trade is so firmly convinced of this 
fact that Mr. French’s affidavit is hardly 
necessary. 

Now that wheat has been started out from 
Chicago the next elevators to be depleted 
of their precious holdings will be those at 
Duluth and Minneapolis. There are from 
1,500,000 bushels to 2,000,000 bushels at Min- 
neapolis and about 1,000,000 bushels at Du- 
luth. Negotiations are now being conducted 
which will unquestionably end in the move- 
ment of these stocks to the seaboard by all- 
rail. 

Fears of a car famine are not worrying 
Mr. Leiter, for facilities for carrying his 
wheat are better than they were ten days 
ago. Railroads interested are hurrying 
“empties” to the different elevators, and 
making a showing which leads to the belief 
that there will be no great delay in getting 
the wheat out.

PARTY LINES ARE BROKEN. 


Righteen’ Republicans Are Among the 
Opposition, 


TO DISPLACE THE NELSON BILL. 


Washington, D. C., Feb, 19.—After four 
days of consideration the House today 
passed the bankruptcy bill, reported by the 
House Committee on Judiciary as a substi- 
tute for the Nelson bill, passed by the Senate 
at the extra session last summer. 

The bill is known as the Henderson Dill, 
and contains both voluntary and involuntary 
features. It is considered less drastic than 
the. measuré passed by the last House by 
a vote of 157 to 87%. The involuntary feature, 
however, had only 16 majority. ,Today a 
motion to strike out the involuntary features 
was defeated by a majority of 19, and the bill 
was passed by a majority of 83, the vote 
standing, ayes 158, nays 124.. Eighteen Re- 
publicans voted against the bill and twelve 
Democrats for it. The Populists, with one 
exception, voted against ft. | 

Today the bill was read for amendment 
under the five-minute rule. Mr. Bailey, the 
Democratic leader, sought to secure an ar- 
rangement by which the House could have 
an opportunity to vote on the Senate (or Nel- 
son) bill before voting on the House substi- 
tute, but he failed. An arrangement was 
effeated, however, by which the first vote, 
taken at 4 o'clock, should be on Mr. Under- 
wood’s series of amendments to strike out 
the involuntary features of the substitute. 

During the consideration of a motion to 
strike out the section defining the terms used 
in the bill, one of which defined an “ in- 
solvent" as ohe whose property at a fair 
valuation was not sufficient to pay his debts, 
Mr. Bland [Dem., Mo.] stated that the ef- 
fect of this provision of the bill would be to 
declare over one-half of the business-men 
of the country bankrupts. 

Mr. Lacey [Rep., Ia.) said he could not 
give his support to the involuntary features 
of any bankruptcy law. [Democratic ap- 
plause.} Mr. Cannon [Rep., Ill.] created 
some enthusiasm on the Democratic side 
by announcing that he would refuse to sup- 
port the bill. | 

Mr. Mahany [Rep., N. Y.]j offered an 
amendment limiting the operation of the 
act to two years from the date of its passage. 
Mr. Mahany said he would be glad to vote 
for the bill if this amendment were adopt- 
ed, but he was opposed to putting in opera- 
tion indefinitely a law of this character. 
The vote on the motion was taken by tellers, 
and the announcement that it had carried 
—132 to 129—was greeted with loud applause. 

Mr. Henderson immediately moved to re- 
consider the vote and Mr. Bailey moved to 
lay that motion on the table. - 

The motion to lay on the table Mr. Hender- 
son’s motion to reconsider was lost, 146 to 
156. When this vote was announced the 
hour set for a vote (4 o'clock) had passed,

All last night the students paraded the 
streets, defying the police and committing 
acts of depredation. Signs were torn down, 
beer kegs stacked in the middle of the 
streets, and gates and fences destroyed. 
The flight of wooden steps at the main en- 
trance to the campus were set on fire and 


burned, shutters being pulled from a neigh- 


boring residence to feed the flames. 
A log hhauler had left his wagon loaded 
with three heavy logs at one entrance to 


the campus, his horses having been stalled [ 


during the-afternoon. At midnight the 
wagon was seized by a hundred students 
and dragged through the campus, the col- 
lege band preceding the wagon playing Sal- 
vation Army tunes. When the wagon was 
brought to the cliapel it was carried with 


@ flerce rush against the building, crashing, 


through the double doors with a noise that 
could be heard. for blocks. 

Later at night the warring. classes met in 
a down-town restaurant and an ugly fight 
began, which was stopped finally by police 
interference.. A terrific rain today put a

MOST DESPERATE RATE WAR IN 
YEARS IS THREATENED. - 


OMicials of Eastern Lines Call a Meet- 
ing and Will Bring Pressure to Bear 
om the Canadian Pacific to Termi- 
mate Its Latest Policy—Northern Pa- 
cifle and Great Northern Cut Fares 
in Two—Report of the Alton Disap- 
Pointing, 


If the passenger rate war begun by the 
Canadian Pacific is not spéedily terminated 
will become the most desperate 

years 

The Dul&th, South Shore and Atlantic, a 
Canadian Pacific line, announced yesterday 
that from Duluth and other Lake Superior 
points it would make rates of $18 first-class 
and $17 second-class to New York. From 
the same points to Portland, Me., and Hali- 
fax its rates will be $20 first-class and $19 
second-class. These rates are practically 
the same as those put in effect by the Cana- 
dian Pacific west-bound from Eastern points 
to St. Paul. 

The Northern Pacific railroad announces 
that the passenger rate from Tacoma to St. 
Paul, Duluth, and points in Minnesota, 
North Dakota, and Manitoba, will be cut in 
two. Heretofore the rates to the above 
points have been $50 first-class and 
second-class. The new rates will be 
first-class and $20 second-class. The rato 

Tacoma to Chicago will be $31.50 first- 
class, and $26.50 second-class; to points in 
Ontario and Quebec, as far east as Montreal, 
and south of the line of the Grand Trunk 
railway, Port Huron ‘to Montreal, $40 first- 

and $30 second-class. The same rates 
will prevail from the East to Tacoma. The 
Canadian Pacific announces that it will! 
meet these rates tomorrow. 

The Great Northern has announced the 
same cut as that made by the Northern 
Pacific. 

The Eastern trunk lines are. beginning to 
feel that, with the Grand Trunk giving all 
the aid it can to its American connections,

Annual Report of the Alton. 


.— report of the Chicago and 
aaen lway company was issued yester- 
day. Results of operation for the ycar end- 
ing Dec. 31, 1897, do not come up to expecta- 
tions. Both gross and net earnings show a 
decrease and there was an increase in oper- 
ating expenses. The net decrease for the 
year amounts to $281,808. The earnings of 
the company from farm products shipped at 
local stations were less than in any year 
since 1885, and such traffic, compared with 
traffic from other sources, was relatively 
less than in any year since 1887. 

Various causes contributed to the unsat- 
isfactory results. A strike by coal miners 
eccurred about July 1 and continued three 
months, during which the company was de- 
prived of its coal traffic. Other causes were 
the continued :eductions in rates on all 
traffic and the diversion of Missouri River 
traffic to the gulf ports.

one of the fiercest competitors of the legal reserve 
concerns. Included in all of its policies is a clause 
which authorizes an increase in the assessments 
when the mortality among the policy-holders war- 
rants such action. In connection with the call is 
the statement that life insurance must necessarily 
increase in cost as the average age of the members 
in @ company grows greater. The safety clause 
which permits of this increase in the annual as- 
Sessments has often been used by agents of the 
company to secure business on the ground that it 
gave the policy-holder added security. Ag ‘in 
many other cases, the increased premjums may 
cause some of the policy-holders to —— out of the 
company.

If reports to the Governing committee are re- 
liable the loca] agents at St. Paul pay no attention 
to the orders of the companies, the rules of the 
local board, or the instructions of the union.

AMERICAN STUDENTS IN FRANCE 


Ambassador Porter Explains the Con- 
dition of the Admission to Schools 
in That Country. 


General Horace Porter, United States Am- 
bassador to France, writes from Paris in 
answer to an inquiry in regard to the ad- 
mission of a student from the United States 
into the School of Mines. No foreign stu- 
dent, he says, can enter any of the schools 
of France—medicine, pharmacy, dentistry, 
veterinary, painting, design, architecture, 
music, declamation, engineering, etc.—with- 
cut the formal application of the diplomatic 
representative of his country. In most 
cases two letters suffice; one making appli- 
cation, the other expressing thanks when 
the request is granted. Sometimes more 
correspondence is necessary for the reason 
that those proposing to enter any of the 
high grade schools have to produce certain 
certificates of studies, or diplomas, which 
the authorities accept only when they come 
through the embassy. 

These rules, General Porter says, apply to 
all foreign students. No discrimination is 
made against Americans; on the contrary, 
the authori@ies extend all possible facilities 
to them. There is a large number of Amer- 
ican students in Paris, and, as a rule, they 
are much liked by the teachers in French 
Anstitutions.

there are no more bitter and damaging ene- 
mies to reputation and fair fame than they 
to that cf a city whose vexatious and disa- 
greeable characteristics arouse their ireand 
displeasure. Man, being less fastidious, 
more absorbed in business, will carry a 
smudge of soot on his nose, a splatter of 
mud on his coat, or a weight of the latter 
commodity at the bottoms of his jeans or 
doeskin trousers with greater equanimity 
than will women endure to have their cem- 
plexions soiled and favorite and expensive 
gowns stained, rotted, and ruined. There- 
fore the woman from abroad visiting Chi- 
cago during the muddy season goes away 
carrying a deadly grievance as a sort of 
souvenir spoon of Chicago official incapacity 
and indifference to the personal comfort of 
visitors. 


Complaints Are Numerous. 


But it is not strangers alone who com- 
plain. Chicago citizens and taxpayers have 
long protested against the manner in which 
the streets are managed. They have been 
met by every city administration with the 
answer: ‘We do the best we can with the 
means at our disposal.’’ This would im- 
ply a lack of funds with which to perform 
the work necessary to keep the streets in 
even a passably clean condition, whereas 
@ greater amount per capita of population 
is expended annually on the streets of Chi- 
cago than is devoted to a similar purpose in 
New York, and Chicago might easily rival 
her big municipal sister in the matter of 
clean streets if the money was expended 
systematicallly and the work properly or- 
ganized. After the late snowfall, when 
“the beautiful” lay in huge piles in the 
streets, a man waiting dt a down-town cor- 
mer for a belated cable train remarked: 
“This snow fell day before yesterday. It 
is rapidly turning to mud. In New York 
Colonel Waring and his ‘ white wings ’ would 
have had it all cleaned off the main thor- 
oughfares within five hours after it ceased 
falling. But then New York expends more 
money on the streets. The people there 
desire trade and put up the money liber- 
ally to make their city attractive and in- 
viting.”” The man was evidently a New- 
Yorker. He had received the officially given 
out impression that Chicago lacked funds to 
properly care for the streets. He was mis- 
taken. In a comparative statement of the 
amounts expended for street cleaning in 
ten Ame n cities for a period of ten years 
(1880 to ) Mayor John P. Hopkins in 
18984 gave the rate of expenditures on the 
streets of New York for cleaning at 71 
cents per capita of population and of Brook- 
lyn streets at 20 cents per capita, while he 
maintained that Chicago expended but eight 
cents per capita for corresponding work. 
The latter figure was wrong: the former 
ones were right. Mayor Hopkins was a 
street cleaner principally on paper. His 
payrolls were enormous. His successor, 
Mayor Swift, in a similar report showed that 
the per capita expended for street cleaning

New York’s Expense Small. 

If the figures of Mayor Hopkins for New 
York and Brooklyn were anywhere near cor- 
rect, and if they still hold good over the 
annexed territory with its population of 
8,438,897, the greater city is now expending 
annually $3,129,408, or less per capita than 
Chicago expends, but the work is done on 
the principal streets of New York City 
proper, and Colonel Waring’s brigade of 
“white wings” keeps these central streets 
clean always, although the yearly cost per 
linear mile is $1,870, while in Chicago the 
average cost for the down-town streets is 
but $45 to $60 per linear mile. This prac- 
tically tells the whole story of clean business 
streets and select residence streets in New 
York. The official excuse of Chicago having 
a greater area and more miles of streets to 
clean than New York is played out. Few of 
the streets in any section are properly 
cleaned at any time. Enough money is ex- 
pended each year, but it seems to be ab- 
sorbed fin out of the way places and in pay- 
rolls, and neither the Chicago resident nor 
the visitor can discover any particular or 
permanent improvement in the condition of 
the down-town streets or the main avenues. 
By the system of financial statements and 
annual reports in vogue it is well nigh im- 
possible to find out what does become of the 
money. The ordinary citizen or the inter- 
ested taxpayer can learn but little from the 


departmental reports, for they are juggled ' 


to make the best showing for each succes- 
sive administration, without reference to the 
proper showing of totals or of tabulated and 
itemized statements of value to the investi- 
gator. Thus, in his estimate of income for 
1898, Controller Waller includes an item of 
$207,024 “‘from sundry special assessment 
warrants,” but the sum total of special as- 
sessments, amounting to over $4,000,000, two- 
thirds of which is applicable to street pur- 
poses aside from cleaning, is not mentioned, 
nor does the Controller say anything about 
uncollected taxes outstanding, whereas in 
the income account for 1897 the amount re- 
ceived from taxes of 1896 and prior years 
amounted to the snug sum of $11,869,840.70. 
A large proportion of the special assess- 
ments levied one year is expended the next 
year. Sometimes the Department of Public 
Works has an unusually heavy bill for water 
mains or sewers and for building new 
bridges and viaducts, the latter properly 
comprising a part of the street system, but 


as a rule most of the money expended goes | 


into the streets, while the bridge and Maco 
expenses are paid by direct appropriations 
Sau the general fund and are scheduled in 
separate accounts. 

Rotten to the Core. 

The system of making up reports is rot- 
ten to the core and might be thoroughly 
remodeled with satisfaction and advantage 
to the taxpayers, who presumably are as 
greatly interested in knowing what be- 
comes of their money as are the politicians. 
In its efforts to promote efficiency in the 
public service the Civil Service board might 
do a good stroke by compelling all de- 
partments to separate and itemize expendi- 
tures for each class of work, together with 
the proportional amounts for salaries and 
for work incurred in one department for 
another. Such an arrangement would also 
expedite the work of the departments. The 
report of the Department of Public Works 
for 1807 {s not yet out. It is being prepared 
by Commissioner McGann and Assistent 
Commissioner Toolen, and the result of their 
labors under the first year of Mayor Har- 
rison’s tion will be received with 
interest. 

Street cleaning and the maintenance of 
good pavements has ever been a problem 
to engage the attention of Chicago taxpay- 
ers and their official representatives. A 
herculean effort was made by the Com- 
missioner of Health in 1891 to thoroughly 
clean the city, when an invasion of Asiatic 
cholera was threatened. Appropriations 
were increased and the same year the spe- 
cial assessment levy was advanced from 
$5,800,000 to $9,100,000. Chicago at the time 
also was getting ready to put the city in 

table shape for the World's Fair. 
Heavier appropriations were asked for by 
Mayor Washburne in 1802 and by Mayor 
Carter Harrison in 1893 and in the former 
year the special assessment levy was 
ushed up to $13,002,887, and of this over 

4,000,000 went into the streets, followed 
by $6,000,000 more fn 1893. The life of a 
well cared for pavement, even if of wooden 
blocks, should be five to eight years, and

The essential requisite of a good 
pavement is a solid, water tight founda- 
tion, without which a pavement built of 
any material, be it of stone, asphalt, brick, 


‘or wood, will prove most costly and unsat- 


isfactory. Since Jan. 1, 1890, over $46,000,- 
000 have been expended on the streets and 
for this amount of money, covering a 
period of eight years, an average of about 
$5,580,000 a year, Chicago ought to have 
g00od pavements and clean streets, espe- 
the narrow business district. 


intersections with asphalt the most nota- 
ble improvement down-town in several 
years was the paving of Jackson street with 
asphalt last year, yet this street* had been 
newiy paved with granite blocks but three 
years before at a cost of over $22,000. 
Wabash avenue, State street, South Dear- 
born, and innumerable other leading thor- 
oughfares have been in an abominable con- 
dition ever since 1894. 


Figures Much Too Low. 


The table of estimated and actualex- 
penditures on the streets for a period of 
twenty-six years contains figures ¢stimat- 
ing the per capita of expense for cleaning by 
Mayor Hopkins and Mayor Swift, both of 
whom gave the subject careful attention, 
but the figures of both are much too low, as 
is shown by the percentage based upon the 
actual expenditures, which toials were dug 
out of the department reports, notwith- 
standing the blind and misleading character 
of these documents, and as presented they 
supply a correct and explicit estimate for 
the people of Chicago and the politicians to 
go Ly in future when discussing the condi- 
tion of the streets and the actual expendi- 
tures made thereon. In the grand totul of 
$80,502,897 expended on the streets since 
the great fire of 1871 is not inchuided the cost 
of 196 miles of improved streets and more 
than 500 miles of sidewalks brought in by 
the annexation of Hyde Park, Lake, Jeffer- 
son, and Lake View in 1889, nor is the cost 
of fifty-five bridges, nor the city’s share of 
the cost of thirty-nine viadutts included, 
the expense of maintaining the same; nor 
the salaries of bridgetenders, nor the propor- 
tional share of salaries in other departments 
than that of streets, made necessary by 
street work during the twenty-six years, 
To vor es should properly be added many 
grea ems which bring it up to ov $150,- 
000,000 as follows: :

Some Instructive Figures. 
There are under control of the three boards 
of Park Commissioners seventy miles of 
improved boulevards and driveways and 110: 


miles of stone and concrete sidewalks. The . 


street railways have paved akout 350 miles 
of tracks for one-half the width of the 
streets. There are in the city over 5,000 
miles of sidewalks and 1,350 miles of paved 
streets. Under these streets there are over 
8,000 miles of water mains and. sewers. 
There are 1,220 miles of unimproved streets. 
But the staggering total of direct expendi- 
tures on the streets shown is not enough, - 
for it contains nothing for private improve- 


ments made-in subdivisions subsequently - 


annexed, nor for the item of $50,000 a year 
for street sprinkling paid by private prop- 
erty-owners; nor for the track elevation 
bureau, which costs $7,500 a year, and which 
is maintained for the relief and improve- 
ment of the streets. The enormous total 
for work ef all kinds on the streets is at 
the rate of about $5,770,000 a year, and over 
$3 per capita per year, even if the popula- 
tion had been stationary at 1,900,000 for the 


last twenty-six years. The money which 


goes into the streets all has to come out of 
the pockets of the taxpayers in one way or 
another, either by direct or special taxa- 
tidn. The amount actually applied to street 
cleaning aggregates but little more than 
the salary lists, although a gradual im- 
provement has been made in this respect 
since 1294. It is about 75 per cent of the 
total. Besides the regular annual appro- 
priations from the general fund expended 
for street cleaning, removal of garbage and 
dead animals, and for paving and repairs, 
about two-thirds of the sum raised annually 
by special assessments is expended upon the 
streets. In 1889 the expenditures from spe- 
cial asgessments for other purposes than 
the streets amounted to Jess than one-eighth 
of the total; In 1892 the sum thus expended 
was one-third of the tofal; in 1804 it wag 
much less than one-third, as was also the 
case in 1806 and in 1897. The totals of the 
figures given in the table show that on the 
basis of two-thirds of the amount received

‘Mrs. Beach’s symphony improves might- 
fly upon better acquaintance, and a work 
that does this is a work worth talking 
about.. When it was brought out last sea- 
son we heard (we believe) all the rehearsals, 
as well as the public performance, and 
stil we had our doubts of the composition, 
_ especially of certain points in the scoring. 
Many places sounded unclear, merely tenta- 
tive. But last Saturday evening the work 
made a far different impression upon us. 
Save that in’that place in the finale where 
all the strings unite in unison upon the 
' geeond theme, the effect still seems less 
strong than it looks in the score, we could 
find none of the weak points that struck 
us at the first hearings. Whether Mrs. 
Beach has in any way modified her scor- 
ing since the performance last season, or 
that the fault was wholly our own, we do 
not know.. 

“ As the symphony sounds now, it seems 
to us an admirable work, full of both mu- 
sical force and poetry. The themes show 
true invention, the development and work- 
ing out are carried through with an un- 
usually firm hand, and show both skill and 
rare fertility of musical resource. In short, 
it is a work which well deserves repeated 
performance on its own merits, and not 
merely for the sake of a clearer under-

again because it is pleasant to hear them.

A sketchbook of Wolfgang Amadeus Mozart, 
the famous composer, has recently been discov- 
ered. <A correspondent of a London paper writes 
as follows: ‘* This interesting find is-in the 
possession of the well-known banker, Mendelssohn 
Bartholdy, a nephew of Felix Mendelssohn, and 
he also has the original score of Mozart’s ‘Il 
Seraglio."" Herr Mendelssohn has allowed Dr. 
Rudolph Genee to examine the little book, and 
to reproduce it for the Mozart society here. the 
publication being expected at the end of this 
month. The little. book, bound in leather, is 
something in the form of old scrapbooks. Al- 
though the sketches are all written for the piano, 
yet many of them were evidently intendel for 
strings or orchestra. For this reason several of 
them are rather scanty sketches, and as he only 
wrote them down for himself no tempi are in- 
dicated anywhere, with one exception. The book 
contains on eighty-six written pages thirty-seven 
short pieces, some of them from four to six pares 
long. The first twenty-five pieces on sixty pares 
are written with lead pencil, but the last twelve 
are in ink. These are followed by an unfinished 
fugue and some blank pages. A very stiff, boyish 
style of handwriting is betrayed on the first pages, 
but the second piece is written in a more flowing 
hand, and further on it Is so careless that the 
notes and bar lines are all crooked, so that it is 
often cnly possible to recognize what is meant 
by the c ntext. But with some care most of the 
pieces can easily be made out. Nearly all have 
a melodious charm and are of that musical pure- 
‘ness of style to which he remained true. The 
lively motives’ quite show the delightful sunny 
clearness of his genius. It may be doubtful 
whether the shorter continuation of the sketches 
which are written in ink originates from a later 
period than that of his sojourn in London, but

n other lands a reasonable pride of birth 
has always been one of the bonds holding 
communities together.

** Colonial Dames.’’ 

The only result,of these two movements 
was to awaken efivy, hatred, and malice in 
the hearts of those excluded from the mys- 
terious rites, which to outsiders apparently 
consisted of blackballing as many aspirants 
as possible. Some victims of this bad treat- 
ment, thirsting for revenge, struck on the 
happy thought of inaugurating an “‘ Aztec 
society. 

As that title conveyed absolutely no idea 
to any one, its members were forced to ex- 
plain that only descendants of soldiers havy- 
ing fought in Mexico would be received into 
their circle. What members did when they 
got into the circle was not specified. 

The “ Social Order of Foreign Wars ” was 
the next creation, its authors evidently con- 
sidering the Mexican campaign as a do- 
mestic article, a sort of family squabble. 
The “Children of 1812” in turn attracted 
attention, both groups having immediate 
success. Indeed, the vogue of these enter- 
prises has generally been in inverse ratio 
to their usefulness or raison 4d@’étre, hun- 
dreds of people being apparently ready to 
join anything rather than be left out in. 
the cold. 

Jealous probably of seeing women having 
all the fun, their husbands and brothers 
banded together as “ Sons of the Revolu- 
tion.”” The women retaliated by instituting 
the “Granddaughters of the Revolution,” 
following with *‘ The Mayflower Order,” the 
“price of admission” to the latter being 
descent from some one who crossed in that 
celebrated ship—whether as crew or pas- 
senger is not clear. / 

It was not, however, in the American tem- 
perament to rest content/with such modest 
beginnings, the national motto being, “* The 
best only is good enough for me.” So the 
wind was quickly taken out of the Mayflow- 
er’s sails by’ “The Royal Order of the 
Crown,” to which none need apply who 
were not prepared to prove descent from one 
or more royal ancestors. It was not stated. 
in the prospectus whether Irish sovereigns 
and Fiji Island Kings counted, But it ap- 
pears that bar sinisters form a class apart, 
— deprived of the right to vote or hold 


Descent from any old King was, however, 
not sufficient for the high-toned people of 
our republic. When one comes to think of

The promoters of this enterprise seem 
nevertheless to have been fairly successful, 
for they gave a féte recently and crowned 
Miss Lavinia Dempsey a8 their Queen. To 
be acclaimed their sovereign by @ group of 
people all of royal birth is indeed an honor. 

But I am wrong to joke on such @ serious 
subject. For this state of affairs is becom- 
ing really serious. When sane human be- 
ings form a “Baronial Order of Runny- 
mede,” announcing in their prospectus that 
only descendants through the male line from 
one Or more of the forty noblemen who 
forced King John to sign the magna charta 
are what our Washington Mrs. Malaprop 
would call “legible,” the matter attests a 
diseased condition of the community. Any 
one taking the trouble to remember that 
eight of the origina] Barons died childless, 
and that the Wars of the Roses swept away 
nine-tenths of what families the others may 
have had, and that only one man in England 
(Lord de Ros) can at the present day prove 
male descent further back than the elev- 
enth century, must appreciate the absurdi- 
ty of our compatriots’ pretensions. 

“ Burke’s Peerage ” is acknowledged to be 
the most “ faked” volume in the English 
language, but the descents it gives are like 
mathematical demonstrations compared to 
the ae ” that members of this new order 
clim 


mosphere accounts for the quantity of gene- 
alogical quacks that have taken to sending 
typewritten letters, stating that the interest 
they take in your private affairs compels 
them to offer proof of your descent from 
any crowned head to whom you may have 
taken a fancy. One correspondent only this 
month assured me that he had papers in 
his possession showing beyond a doubt that 
I might claim a certain King McDougal of 
Scotland for an ancestor. I have misgiv- 
ings, however, as to the quality of the royal 
bleod in my veins, for this same gentleman 
six months ago was equally confident that 
my people came in direct line from Charle- 
magne. As I have no desire to “ corner” 
the market in Kings, these flattering letters 
have remained unanswered. 

Considering the mania that now exists to 
trace descent from illustrfous men, it aston- 
ishes me that a Mystic Band, consisting of 
lineal descendants from the Seven Wise Men 
of Egypt, has not before now burst upon an 
astonished world. It has been suggested 
that if some one wanted to organize a truly 
restricted circle, The Grand Children of 
our Tripoli War would be an excellent title. 
So few Americans took part in that con- 
flict, and still fewer care anything about it, 
that the satisfaction of joining such a so- 
ciety woud be immense to exclusively mind- 
ed people. 

There is only one explanation that seems 
in any way to account for this vast tom- 
foolery. A little sentence, printed at the 
bottom of a prospectus recently sent to me, 
lets the ambitious cat out of the genealogi- 
cal bag. It states that “ social position is 
assured to people joining their order.” 

Thanks to the idiotic habit some news- 
papers have of advertising, gratis, a num- 
ber of self-elected society “* leaders,’’ many 
feeble-minded people, with more ambition 
than cash, and a larger supply of family 
papers than brains, have been bitten with 
a social madness, and enter these traps 
thinking they are the road to position and 
honors. Their number is larger than one 
would have believed possible, if the success 
of so many “ ordérs,” ** circles,’’ and “‘ com- 
manderies *’ was not in evidence to testify 
to the unending folly of the would-be 
** smart.”’ 

This last decade of the century has brought 
to light many strange fads and senseless 
fancies, but the descent craze surpasses 
them all in inanity. The keepers of insane 
asylums will tell you that one of the most 
hopeless forms of madness is la folie des 
grandeurs. A breath of this delirium seems 
to be blowing over our country at this mo- 

ment. Crowns and scepters haunt the 
dreams of simple republican men and wom- 
en, troubling their slumbers and leading 
them a will-o’-the-wisp dance back across 
the centuries.

CYCLE SHOW OPENS TOMORROW

The hundred booths for the bicycle show 
at the Fair Building are being rapidly con- 
structed, and by tomorrow morning, when 
the show opens, everything will be in read- 
iness.

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System Being Studied. PNEUMATIC TUBE MAIL SE 


HICAGO will be the next city to 
have pneumatic tubes for mail serv- 
ice if Chicago capitalists in the com- 
pany lately organized are sufficiently 
in earnest to put up the funds for the 


' construction of such @ system as the gov- 


ernment will demand. Pneumatic service 
has come to stay. The experimental! stage 
has passed, and tubes carrying mail under 
ground at a high rate of speed and at the 
least possible loss Of time have become as 
much of a fixture as the letter-box on the 
correr. 

It has remained for the inventors of the 
United States to show what can be done, 
which the foreign delegates to the late Inter- 
national Postal congress said could not be 
done. In three years the science of the 
transmission of mail through tubes of large 
size has made more progress in America 
than in thirty years in England, Germany, 
and France. 

Three cities are now partially equi 
with the tube service—Philadeiphia, 
York, and Boston. Before the end of an- 
other month Philadelphia and New York 
will have important additions to their sys- 
tems. Boston, well satisfied with the work- 
ings of its service during its first months, is 
asking the Postoffice department for an ex- 


* tension, which will bring all the railway 


mail into the general postoffice through 
pneumatic tubes.- 

Already the officials of the Postoffice de- 
partment are studying out the best system 
for Chicago. Here the conditions are who}j- 
y different from those in New York. Cnhi- 

go is built like a star, with lines radiating 
in all directions except the east from the 
central office. New York is a long string, 
admirably adapted for the transmission of 
mail from one end to the other from a centra] 
trunk tube. There is a vast quantity of mail 
handled at the postal stations outside of the 
central business district, sent out from the 
main office. In Chicago, on the contrary, 
between 80 and 8 per cent of all the mail is 
collected by carriers from the main office. 
The stations mainly care for the residence 
sections and local business therein. New 
York is the destination of a vast amount of 
mail, but Chicago far exceeds it as a point 
of transshipment from one railroad line to. 
another. 

The Postoffice officials were confronted 
with the problem of des' Jing which was the 
more important—caring for the speedy hand- 
ling of the railway mails or looking after a 
more rapid delivery of mail to the local sta- 

tions. 

In speaking of the latter problem W. S. 


Shallenberger, Second Assistant Postmaster 


General, drew a chart of the pneumatic serv- 
ice that would be required to take care of 
the local mail between the postal stations 
and the main office, as well as the railroad 
depots. 

The cost of such a service rather staggered 
the department, and since then other plans 


have been worked out which would keepthe , 
. first cost and. expense of operation within 


limits such as might induce local capital to 
go into the enterprise. 

The plan now receiving the most favor is 
for a double line of tubes from the main 
office, south to the Illinois Central, thence to 
the Polk Street Depot, thence to the Rock 
Island and Lake Shore Depot, thence to the 
Wisconsin Central Depot in Harrison street, 
thence to the Union Depot in Canal street, 
and from there to the Northwestern Depot 
in Wells street. From that point the tubes 
would return direct to the main office. One 
tube would send matter in one direction and 
the other would send in the reverse way. 


Cost Is Reasonable. 


The cost of construction of such a system 
will be within reason, and owing to the vast 
amount of mail handled between the points 
reached by the tubes the government can 
pay for the service a sum which will give 
a fair profit to the capital required to con- 
struct the plant. 

One point has already become plain in the 
practical operation of the tube systems. 
There must be a sufficient volume of busi- 
ness to keep the tubes occupied most of the 


‘time for the economical handling of mail 


matter. The more matter carried the bet- 
ter. It costs as much to keep the air run- 
ning through the tubes with nothing to 
carry as it does when the carriers are going 
back and forth. 

The chief advantage of a speedy service 
between the depots and main office comes 
in the handling of train mails. Were trains 
always on time this advantage would not be 
so great as it really is, but trains carrying 
large quantities of mail will get late. They 
will arrive just at the time when, under the 
present plan of hauling mail by wagons, the 
mail will miss connections. Then there is 
always the late mail at the main office 
which cannot be sent out because of the 
loss of time in reaching depots to catch 
trains. In the closing hours of the day this 
is particularly important. Hundreds of 
thousands of letters are held daily so that 
they reach their destination a day late be- 
cause they are a few minutes too late in 
arriving at the postoffice to be sent out to 
the train standing on the track, ready to go. 
It becomes with tubes a matter of seconds, 
not of half-hours, in closing the outgoing 
mails. 

With the incoming mails, the advantage, 
while not so great, will be material. A vast 
number of letters can be given the carriers 
one delivery earlier than is possible under 
the existing manner of doing things. All 
the way from ten to thirty minutes will be 
saved by having such a circuit of tubes as is 
being figured out in the department for Chi- 
cago. 
It is the opinion of those who have followed 
the results of the experiments at Eastern 
cities that a system of pneumatic tubes 
which will reach out to all the postal sta- 
tions in Chicago is an impracticable plan, 
and that it is wasting time to take it up at 
the present stage of the development of the 
pneumatic tube idea. The expense of oper- 
ating the lines, even if they were construct- 
ed, would be larger than the service could 
stand, and there would be a speedy return 
to the old systems of carrying the mails, 
with the pipes in the ground a dead loss. 


The somewhat peculiar way Chicago is built 
stands in the way of a sure development of 
the pneumatic tube idea as in New York, 
where tubes are bound to run from one end 
of Manhattan Island to the other within a 
very few years , On the other hand, the gain 
by speedy service to all trains in Chicago 
will be much greater than on Manhattan 


‘Island. 


A dozen leading cities are now besieging 
the department for pneumatic tubes. St. 
Louis is most persistent. Chicago, however, 
is in the lead in department favor if local 
capital goes into the plan In a way that 
means business. All, of course, depends on 
Congressional appropriation, but the offi- 
cilals at Washington have a profound belief 
that Chicago will get what its people go after 
if they are really in earnest. : 

For local capitalists the most important 
item, outside the first cost of the plant, 
will be the expense of operation. This is 
surprisingly large. In Philadelphia the tube 
was maintained the first year without ex- 
pense to the government. For its use $3,450 
is now being paid. The tube company fur- 
nishes three men and the government gives 
the power to run it. It takes all the com- 
pany receives to pay the running expenses, 
and there is nothing left to pay dividends on 
the outlay of some $50,000 represented in 
the first cost of the plant. 

For the new line to the Pennsylvania and 
Reading depots the company will receive 
$24,000 a year. This is based on $17,000 for 
the tube service and $7,000 for teams with 
which to haul the heavy mail. The amount 
is practically the same as would have been 
paid had all the work been done with wagons. 
The government furnishes the power, how- 
ever, to operate the tubes, and this involves 
a cost of some $6,000 a year. 

At New York the department has made a 
curious sliding scale of prices, some of which 
are regarded as much too low and others 
are as much too high. It is thought that 
the differences about even themselves, and 
the contracts as a whole are fair to the 
government and the company. Their total 
is $162,500 a year for all the lines, includ- 
ing the one to Brooklyn. — 

The Boston contract, like the last one in 
Philadelphia, is based on the former prices 
paid for hauling the mails in wagons, with 
the expense of furnishing power added. 
The total amount is $18,000, half of which 
is for the tubes and the other half for the 
still employed. 

icago capitalists can safely figure upon 
receiving about the same as is now paid 
for the transfer of mail with teams be- 
tween the main office and the depots and be- 
tween the depots themselves.

tral Depot in New York has been tested be- 
fore they do much figuring upon the cost of 
operation.

Business Offer Wanted. 


“If Chicago wants a tubular system,” 
W. 8S. Shallenberger, Second Assistant Post- 
master General, said, “ let a definite bBusi- 
ness proposition be made to the department 
by men who are financially able td carry out 
its provisions. It should be understood that 
we want a service for the twenty-four hours 
of the day. When we have the propos:tion 
we can then act. Of course, we must wait 
for Congress, but in the meantime we must 
know what we can expect. St. Louis, San 
Fraacisco, and Pittsburg are now seeking 
the pneumatic tube service. New Orleans 
people were here a few days ago to see 
what they could hope for from the depart- 
ment. I understana that the men who are 
in the Chicago company are amply ati!e to 
fulfill any agreements they may make for 
the establishment of a tube service in that 
city.”’ 

Postmaster Gordon has said that he want- 
ed tubes large enough to carry a full sack 
of mail. The men who have become experts 
in pneumatic tubes say he will never get 
them. The power required to drive the 
carriers through large tubes is so great that 
their operation is impracticable, at least 


wander the present systems. 


However, J. G. Masten, Assistant Super- 
intendent of the Railway Mai! Service, who 
has looked after pneumatic tubes from the 
first crude experiments until the present 
time, believes that a tube ten inches in di- 
ameter can be successfully operated in Chi- 
cago on the proposed circuit between the 
main office and the railroad depots. 

“The carriers in such a tube,” he said,,. 
** would hold from 1,000 to 1,500 letters, as 
compared with 150 letters in ae six- 
inch tube and from 500 to 600 in an 
eight inch tube. They would be a little less 
than ten inches in diameter and about thirty 
inches long. The amount of power to run 
such a tube compared with those now in use 
would be about as. follows: Six inch tube, 
eleven horse power; eight inch tube, fifty 


_horse power; ten inch tube, 150 horse power. 


I would estimate that about this proportion 
of horse power would be required on the 
lines, increasing according to the service. 
In my opinion there would be enough busl- 
ness between the Postoffice and depots in 
Chicago to make such a system pay. There 
is no good reason, so far as I can see, why 
it would not work satisfactorily.” 

The father of the prieumatic tube idea, as 
at present being developed by the Postoffice 
department, is ‘John Wanamaker. The 
tubes in his shop in Philadelphia caused him 
to bring forth the scheme for the adoption of 
the same plan for tubes in the postal serv- 
ice. Accordingly the department adver- 
tised in 1892 for some device which would 
carry mails at high speed underground be- 
tween widely separated points. 


Inventor Batcheller Takes Hold. 


For a time the purpose of Mr. Wanamaker 
to have pneumatic tubes for the mails the 
same as he had in his store rested. Thena 


new company took hold. It had for its en- 


h opened Dec. 20 last. 
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gineer B. C. Batcheller, an inventor of great 
resource. Mr. Batcheller adopted the plan 
of a six-inch tube as the basis of his work. 
Iie successfully evolved a simple and effec- 
tive sender and receiver for the carriers 
which were to hold the mail. Capital had 
faith in the invention, and after it had been 
accepted by the department $47,000 was put 
into the ground for a tube service between 
the Philadelphia Postoffice and the bourse. 
This covered a distance of six-tenths of a 
mile in a direct line, or a little over 3,000 
feet. It was in 1898 when the work of con- 
struction was finally completed and the 
first mail went through a pneumatic tube in 
America. From that time until the present 
day the tube has been in constant use. The 
only stoppages were caused, not by any de- 
fect in the system, but by a break in the 
pipes from street excavation. Without rest 
during the twenty-four hours mail is fly'ng 
through the initial tube as successfully as 
on the day of its acceptance by the gov- 
ernment. 

No further advances were made for three 
years, but in 1897 a group of New York cap- 
italists became interested in the general 
plan for the transmission of all kinds of 
light material through pneumatic tubes, and 
the Tubular Dispatch company was organ- 
ized. Most of the patents covering such 
transmission of matter were bought, and the 
ecmpany began extensive operations. Its 
first work was the construction of a short 
line between the main office and the Produce 
Exchange, which gave to the Wall street 
district the advantage of a practically in- 
stantaneous transmission of its mail. This 
line was opened Oct. 7 last. Chauncey M. 
Depew was there, of course, and so were 
many other prominent citizens. A live cat 
was sent through the tube, and various other 


feats were performed to show that the tube 


could carry anything that could get into the 
carriers. 

The new tube was a vast advance on the 
pioneer at Philadelphia. In the first place, 
it was eighg inches in diameter, instead of 
six. Then the transmitter and receiver 


showed a great advance over the expert- 
mental beginnings in the first tube. “es a 


The gain of two inches in diame 
creased its capacity enormously. A carrier 
in the six-inch tube held 150 letters. In the 
new tube the carriers held 600 letters. There 
was also an astonishing increase in the 
power required to drive the carriers through 
the tubes. Seven horse-power had been 
found ample in Philadelphia. It required 
between fifty and sixty horse power in New 
York to operate a tube of about the same 
length. Most likely the promoters were sur- 
prised by this great increase in the power 
required by the larger tube. 

As confidently expected by the Postoffice 
people, the new tube has worked in a most 
‘satisfactory way from the day it was put 
in operation. It involved no principles that 
had not been successfully tested at Phila- 

Before the New York tube was opened 
Boston capitalists had been interested in 
the project, and the government arranged 
for a line between the Boston office and the 
terminal stations of the Boston and Maine 
and Fitchburg railroads. This line was 
Except in some miner 
improvements in the transmitters and re- 
ceivers, which reduced still further the rfsk 
of accidents, the line was practically a du- 
plicate of the New York tube to the Produce 
Exchange, 

Its results were watched with far greater 
interest, however, by the postoffice people 
than the New York line's. It was the first 
test of a pneumatic tube service between a 
central postoffice and a railway terminal, 
where trains were constantly coming and* 
going, and where mail must be handled in 
large quantities and in quick time. At Phila- 
delphia and New York there was a steady 
flow of mailin both directions as it was gath- 
ered in by carriers... At Boston two or three 
mail trains might come into the depot nearly 
together and their mail be dumped into the 
tube room at the same time. Then the 
handling of city mail to hit trains at the last 
minute had to be wurked out, so that there 
would be no hitch. 

After a month's test the tube was said by 
the postoffice people to be even more success- 
ful than they had hoped for. 

The dine is about 4,000 feet long and is laid 
under the business streets. The postoffice 
end is on the main floor and mail is carried 
to it in the same way that it was formerly 
carried to the rack where the mail bags were 
hung in a big frame. It is thrown into the 
carriers and hurried to the depot, where it is 
sorted for the trains. Every fifteen minutes 
the outgoing mail is thus collected and sent 
out of the postoffice. It accumulates in the 
bags at the depot until the time for the train 
on which it is to go. Thus the mail is held 
open until the last minute before the de- 
parture of-every train, and a saving of from 
ten to fifteen minutes is made on late mail. 

So enthusiastic was Postmaster H. A. 
Thomas that he made a special trip to 
Washington to urge the extension of the 
tube system to the new terminal station, 
which is to be built on the south side of the 
city and which will accommodate the re- 
maining roads entering Boston. This new 
aepot will cover twelve and one-half acres 
of ground, and space has been reserved for 
the tuberoom. If a contract is made by the 
government for a tube service to the new 
depot the line will run directly from the post- 
office to the depot. The transfer of mail be- 
tween the different .lepots will be through 
the main office and not direct, as is proposed 
for Chicago. 


New York’s Ambitious Attempt. 


Three of the tubes now in operation in 
New York run direct between two points 
without cutoff. The fourth tube, running 
between the postoffice and the Grand Cen- 
tral Depot, with two cutoffs of switches in 
the postal stations on the way, is the one 
that was opened Feb. 4. This is by far the 
most ambitious attempt in pneumatic tube 
systems ever made in the world. The new 
tube has worked satisfactorily and is be- 
lieved by the postoffice people to have solved 
some of the most perplexing questions which 
have arisen in that kind of service. 

The old time of teams from the New York 
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Postoffice to the Grand Central Station was 
one hour and ten minutes. This has been 
reduced in actual service to less than nine 
minutes, 


The line has power at each end, it not being 
deemed feasible to make a return of the 
current, Owing to the high pressure which 
this would require at the initial point. 

The postoffice people had much anxiety 
about the success in actual, every-day work 
of the switches from the main tube into the 
postal stations. Upon this depends largely 
the future extension of the tube service in 
vther cities, 

The switch is an ingenious device, and Mr. 
Batcheller, who was its inventor, claims that 
it will work perfectly. It is much like a 
railway switch. It consists of a turning 
place in the main pipe, by which when turned 
the carrier passes out of the main pipe into 
a curving tube, to be taken to a point out 
of the direct Ine. If the switch is turned 
the other way the carrier simply keeps on its 
course, as if the switch were not there. It 
is governed by an eleciric device and is set 
from the station into which the tube passes. 
When a carrier is to be sent to the switch 
station a telephone message to that effect is 
sent out, and the carrier is turned accord- 
ingly. When direct connection with the fur- 
ther point on the line is desired all the sta- 
tions are told to keep out, amid the carrier 
goes flying through, as if it were in one un- 
interrupted pipe. 

It is in the ability of the switches to work 
without mishap in the severe test of han- 
dling mail in a flood that the anxiety arose. 

At first it was proposed to control the 
action of the switches from the central 
office, leaving the branch offices out of it 
altogether, but the plan was given up. 
Some postoffice people think that this must 
be done in the end. If the service is to de- 
pend on the carefulness of a half dozen dif- 
ferent men they are fearful so many blun- 
ders will be made that the result in the rapid 
transmission of mail will not be all that ras 
been promised for it. It is claimed that no 
great harm besides delay can come from 
the diversion of carriers from the points to 
which they are sent. No breakdown in the 
system can result from the mistakgs of em- 
ployés. Carriers going at the rate of forty 
miles an hour cannot smash together in the 
tube by meeting at the switches, but this 
is another thing the postal experts will be 
more confident about when they see it 


tried. | 
Two Important “ Ifs.”’ 

There are two important “ifs” to be set- 
tled at the New York test. One was in re- 
gard to the switches. The other is as to the 
cost of operating the service. If it does 
rot take too much power to operate the sys- 
tem with all its switches there is'a great 
future before it. 

Soon after the test of the New York sys- 

4t- is hoped-to have-the-additional serv- 
ice at Philadelphia ready for operation. It 
will run from the main office to the Broad 
street station of the Pennsylvania railroad, 
with a switch into the terminal station of 
the Reading road. It is on a much smaller 
scale than the line in New York, and its 
success is deemed assured, as the problems 
are much less involved. On both plants com- 
pressors are placed at each end of the line.

with the vious systems. 

There ae been no call from Washington 
for preumatic tubes, although they would be 
a handy device between the departments. 
There is now a short carrier service under- 
ground between the Congressional Library 
and the Capitol, by which books and docu- 
ments are carried, but the expense of any 
such system on a large scale precludes its 
general adoption between the departments. 

Cornelius Van Cott, the postmaster at 
New York, is a firm believer in pneumatic 
tubes. He wants the system extendcd to 
Harlem. Said he: 

“When we increased the mail service to 
Harlem to a half-hour service from once an 
hour we doubled our special delivery busi- 
ness. I believe that if we had a tube run- 
ning to Harlem with connections to the sta- 
tions on the way the business of our special! 
delivery service would be so increased that 
it would be a big item in the postal service 
of New York. What quicker or better way 


of communicating could be found? Your. 


letter would go into a tube and be carricd to 
the nearest postal station at forty or fifty 


miles an hour. There a special messenger - 


would take it to its destination. The an- 
swer would come back the same way. It 
would be speedier than the telegraph in 
actual operation or the telephone, where you 
had to be sent for at a distance from the in- 
strumemt. We need just such a system in 
New York, and I believe it would pay the 
government to install it. The gain to all 
mail would be very great. All parts of New 
York would get their mail as quickly as 
those nearest the postoffice. No, I do not 
think the cost would be excessive in com- 
parison with the benefits the people would 
get. From our experience with the tube we 
already have you can set me down asa great 
believer in the system, and I want it ex- 
tended to the greatest possible limits. The 
line to the Grand Central Depot is but the 
beginning of what the service ought to be in 
New York. The city is so situated that it 
can get the best results from the 'owest 
cost. I candidly believe a large expenditure 
by the government in this direction would 
be a good investment in increasing the busi- 
a particularly in special deliveries of 
etters.”’ 

Thomas L. Hicks, the Philadelphia post- 
master, is no less enthusiastic over pneu- 
matic tubes than Mr. Van Cott. 

* Our tube,” he said, “‘ has worked so suc- 
cessfully and brought about such good re- 
sults that I would like to see it extended in 
several directions. We have never had a bit 
of trouble with it, and the government has 
saved a good deal of money from having its 
mails to the Bourse carried by the tubes in- 
stead of by teams. I would like to see the 
tube system extended to all our more impor- 
tant postal stations. The results, I feel 
would be satisfactory to the depart- 

Postmaster Thomas was absent from Bos- 
ton, trying to get the tube system extended 


to the new termina! depot, when the govern- 
ment officials last inspected the workings of 
the tube to the Boston and Maine depot. A. 
F. Henderson, the assistant postmaster, 
followed closely in the wake of the heads 
of the service in New York and Philadel- 
phia. He said: *‘ We have in Boston postal 
stations, like the one at Back Bay, which 
gives the postoffice more business than the 
City of Worcester, with a population of 120,- 
000. I am of the opinion that we ought to 
have direct tubes to so important a station. 
The best results have been obtained from 
the tube to the Boston and Maine depot. 
Some important mails we have been enabled 
to push one delivery ahead. That is, a train 
arrived under the older way of handling 
the mails a few minutes too late ‘to catch, 
say, the 10 o’clock delivery. By the tube 
we get that mail in time to send out at 10 
o'clock. This is a very great gain to the 
service. It means a good deal to the busi- 
ness interests, and we have succeeded in 
doing. it in a number of instances. The 
same is true of outgoing mail, as we are able 
to get letters mailed late on trains which | 
they could never have reached under the 
older system of taking to the depot by 
teams. If we could get a tube system to our 
more important stations and the same con- 
nections with the new depot Boston would 
be in good shape.’ 

Thus all three postmasters where the tubes 
are in operation want more of them. They 
are clamoring for government aid in that 
direction. 


Remarkable Rapidity Displayed. 


In the tuberoom of the Boston depot a 
representative of THE TRIBUNE held the 
watch for the Wovernment officials while the 
time for handling the incoming mails was 
being taken. The performance in the rapjd 
handling of letters was remarkable. In just 
four minutes from the time four large sacks 
were brought into the room direct from the 
train outside, the letters from the four 
pouches were transferred to the carriers, 
and were on their way to the main office. 
In less than a minute thereafter the last of 
this mail was in the main office, and was 
being distributed for the final delivery of 
the day. The next train mail, cortaining 


2,100 letters, was handled in two minutes. 


This speed was kept up for several trains. 
There was no rush to doit, either. The mes- 
sengers went at it in a cool way, did not 
rush matters, and seemed good for all day at 
the same gait without overworking. 

Instead of dumping into the postoffice a 
large amount of mail, that which had been 
brought in by the late afternoon trains, it 
went in as a regular flow. The men at the 
main office had time to distribute a good part 
pode incoming mail before the last was re- 
ceived. 


“ That is the benefit of the tube system,” 
saideMr. Masten. ‘“‘A-qa@et quantity of mail 
is not dumped apen the clerks, but it comes 
in a steady stream, and can be handled to 
far better advantage. We have seen how 
these mails have gone into the office. That 
best exhibits the advantagges the service 
is receiving from the tubes.’’ 

The further saving of time by the adoption 
of new schemes ts already taking up the at- 
tention of the postoffice people at Boston. 
A plan of shells to fit inside of the metal car- 
riers is now under consideration. It is 
thought these shells could be made of papier 
maché or some: other light substance, and 
distributed to railway mail cars, as are the 
mail bags at the presenttime. The incoming 
mail could be sorted and placed in the shells 
before the trains reached their destination. 
Then all there would be left to be done would 
be to place the shells inside the carriers and 
send them to the maif office. All time in 
taking the mail from the bags and placing 
it within the carriers would be saved. Out- 
going mail could be handled in the same 
way. The saving in time on incoming mail 
would be a couple of minutes under ordinary 
circumstances, as mail is now handled at 
the Boston and Maine depot. This may 
seem a small matter, but it means a great 
deal at times. On the mail from some trains 
it would insure its delivery at an earlier 
round of the letter carrier than at present. 

The plan but shows the close study being 
given the new problems presented to the 
Postoffice department by the introduction of 
pn atic tubes as a real factor in the 
service. 

What results there are to be attained no 
one is now brave enough to predict. Some 
say that a complete revolution will come 
over the mail service in the large cities by 
poe time all the new problems are worked 
out. | 

No chronicle of the growth of the pneu- 
matic tube in the postal service would be 
complete without a reference to E. W. Alex- 
ander, Superintendent of Mails in the Phila- 
delphia Postoffice. Many of the results at- 
rn have been under his direction and 
advice. 


With a rush of air at thirty miles an hour 
through the big tubes, opening them for the 
insertion of a large carrier, which must 
come out again at the other end of the line 
without breaking the continuous flow of air, 
becomes a hard task. It was easy enough 
with small tubes and light carriers, but 
quite otherwise with tubes many times 
larger. 


Difficult Problems Solved. 


Both the transmission and receiving of the 
carriers became simple with the devices in- 
vented by Mr. Batcheller. The transmitter 
was so made that pulling a lever after the 
carrier was in place caused it to enter the 
tube without a break in the air current. A 
time arrangement which prevented the car- 
riers being sent too close together was at- 
tached to the lever. At New York carriers 
can be sent out every ten seconds and in 
Boston every fifteen. This can be 
by turning a valve. The appliance prevents 
collision in the tube between carriers should 
one become slackened in speed by any cause. 

As the carrier approaches the end of the 
line its speed is checked. This is done by a 
dead-end of pipe tube into which the carrier 
is directed, the air current passing around 
it by a by-path. The speed of the carrier

| suddenly compresses the air in the dead- 
end and the pressure throws open a valve or 
gate, through which the carrier passes to 
the receiving table. There it strikes an air 
cushion, which brings it to a standstill. It 
is all automatic and cannot get out of order 
.through the carelessness of employés. 
Withal, both the transmitter and receiver 
are so simple-that liability to accident is re- 
duced to a minimum. More important still, 
forgetfulness of those in attendance can do 
no harm, 

The boxes can be sent only so often, and 
when they get to the end of the route they 
drop out of the way. The carrier in the 
eighi-inch tubes is seven inches tn diameter 
by two feet long. Some four inches from 
either end there is a ring, which is covered 
with cotton cuck to closely fit the diameter 
of the tube. The projecting rings allow the 
passage of the carriers around the corners 
without binding. This packing is the only 
thing to wear out. One end of the carrier is 
heavily padded with hard rubber. Theother 
opens with an ingenious cover, which can- 
not become unlocked in the tube. 


Very Few Mishaps. 


At Boston carriers have been twice put 
into the tube without being locked at all. 
They emptied their mail, which was pushed 
to its destination by the next carrier. In 
the month it has been in operation these 
have been the only mishaps to the Boston 
tube. At New York a carrier was delayed 
and the carriers piled up on it, causing a 
blockade at the receiver. This was cleared 
away by an hour’s work. 

When filled with letters the carriers are 
about all one man can easily handle. They 
are made of shell steel, and will practically 
never wear out. The pressure of air in both 
the New York and Boston tubes is seven 
pounds to the square inch at the main office, 
where the compressors are located. At the 
other end of the line it is reduced to about 
three and three-fourth pounds. As the pipe 
returns to the transmitter the pressure is 
reduced to almost nothing. It would nat- 
urally be supposed that the carriers would 
attain the highest speed from the main office, 
where the pressure is greatest. On the con- 
trary, they come back several seconds quick- 
er than when they go out. This is said to be 
due to the expansion of the air. THE Trs- 
UNE man accurately timed all] three tubes. 
They were tested in his presence also for 
capacity. Both the Boston and New York 
tubes transported the carriers as fast as 
they could be sent without loss of speed, 
which was maintained at over thirty miles 
an hour. 

By increasing the pressure this speed 
could be pushed up to forty miles without 
any trouble. The capacity of an eight-inch 
tube working twenty-four hours a day is 
far beyond all requirements. A ten-inch 
tube in Chicago, running in a double circuit, 
wauld have a practically limitless capacity, 
even in times of the greatest rush. 

The tube system at all three cities con- 


sections and brass pipes for the curves. The 
castiron pipe is practically the same as is 
used for water service everywhere. The 
boring must be perfect, else there will be 
ridges where the pipes meet. It is also nec- 
essary that they be absolutely true to pre- 
vent the escape of air around the carriers. 
The company had so much trouble in get- 
ting the pipes bored in a satisfactory manner 
that it added that line of work to its other 
factory appliances in Philadelphia. Now 
twenty-four pipes are bored at a time. It 
is said the company planned an outlay of 
$50,000 on its factory. The cost to date is 


$181,000 
Commercial Value Doubtful. 


The enthusiastic projectors of the new 
system of pneumatic tubes believe there is 
a great future in the general carrying of 
small packages of merchandise and in doing 
a local express business. Those who have 
studied the cost of the service most careful- 
ly do not think these hopes of the promot- 
ers will be realized. In the first place they 
say that, used purely as a means of trans- 
portation, it is the most expensive system 
known. It 1s only when the question of time 
becomes more important than cost that it 
is practicable. A triple handling of matter 
from the point where it is gathered, then 
through the tubes, and then to the point of 
delivery still further increases the cost. 

It is claimed by the company that the 
new long tube in New York may be used 
for merchandise as well as the mail. The 
postal authorities will veto this plan for a 
division in the use of the tubes as soon as 
it is presented to them. It is a safe propcsi- 
tion that the government will demand the 
exclusive use of all tubes for the full twen- 
ty-four hours of a day. If the Chicago 
capitalists interested in the project for this 
city have any idea that their tubes are going 
to carry anything but mail they might as 
well abandon it. 

It may be that the promoters will try the 
experiment of carrying merchandise in New 
York by a system of tubes distinct from the 
mail tubes when they learn that they are 
shut out from using the latter. They scem 
to be a very enthusiastic lot of men, who 
are putting their money liberally into their 
enterprises. They have profound faith ‘in 
Mr. Batcheller and hail him as an inventor 
the equal of Edison. Still that does not 
make an express business through pneu- 
matic tubes a commercial success. 

“If the government should throw out our 
tubes.” said John E. Millholland, the head 
of the company, “ we can make more money 
carrying express matter with them. We do 
not care for the mail contracts if the Post- 


office department becomes 
them.” 

This was in reference to the high price paid 
for the line to the Grand Central depot. It 
might bother the company to get a net profit 
of $145,000 a year out of an express business 
on that line. 

For carrying the mails, where a large and 
steady volume of traffic is assured, the tubes 
have been a phenomenal success. For the 
express business there is grave doubt about 
the adaptability to the demands of such 
transportation.

Well, the night of the play came, the cur- 
tain, went up on time, the guests dropped 
into their places, the divine Sarah got hold 
of the wing of a bird, stuck her knife into 
it, and discovered it was papier-maché. She 
looked at the others and began to laugh. 


- She laughed so loud and so persistently that 


the curtain had to be lowered. It didn’t 
help the matter. My good Mme. Sarah con- 
tinued laughing for fifteen minutes. Then 
came a lull, and shortly after she fell into 
another laughing spell. She couldn't stop 
it. There was a little speech before the 
curtain and the audience were told to go to 
the box office for their money. 


Mme. Sarah’s Crying Spell. 

*‘In Philadelphia she had a crying spell 
which cost me a full house. It was an aw- 
fully cold day late in the winter when we 
were booked to play there. Somehow the 
engineer of the theater couldn’t -get up 
enough steam to give the divine Sarah the 
requisite degrees of heat. She went by the 
ythermometer in her dressing-room and on 

the stage. I tried to drive it up by blowing 

my breath against it, but it dropped back 
immediately. Mme. Sarah’s thin arms were 
coveted with goose flesh. 

“* Regardez-moi, M. Mayer!’ she cried 
as she held out her pipestem arms for me 
to look at. And then she fell weeping from 
cold, and I had to let the curtain stay where 
it was and sent a packed house to the box 
office for its money. She just couldn't help 
crying any more than she could help laugh- 
ing down in Mobile over that papier-maché 
chicken.”’ 

*“ You spoke about Menken, the first great- 

‘est female Mazeppa the world ever knew. 

Where is she now?” 

“Somewhere in the hereafter, I wouldn't 
like to say where. Yes, she was a wonderful! 
woman. Adah Isaacs Menken! In her day 

_ She had at her feet the most noted men on 
two continents. I struck up with her in San 
Francisco, and from the moment she made 
her appearance there every leading woman 
in the Frisco stock companies wanted to 
play Mazeppa. It was way back in ’65; 
you know, I've been in the business for 
thirty-five years. The first who got the 
Mazeppa fever was Agnes Booth. She was 
Agnes Rand then. Then Emily Jordan, who 
is now Mrs. John Chamberlain of Washing- 
ton, was stricken withit. The next to suc- 
cumb to the awful fascination was Mattie 
Field, who is now one of the Salvation Army 
lassies of Booth’s London forces. But none 
of them was like the Menken. Adah was 
ads brilliant as she was handsome, as hand- 
some as she was daring, and yet she was 
a woman of uncommon mentality and an 
actress of amazing power. She was a 
Louisiana girl, born about 1835. She was g 
beauty, with the whitest. pearliest teeth, 


‘ Justrous eyes, rich, red lips, and beautiful, 


dark, wavy hair. At 20 she was a ballet 
dancer; at 23 she was a full-fledged trage- 
dienne, and at 24 she was:a wife for the 
first time. Her husband was Alexander 
Isaacs Menken. She married him in Nash- 
ville, left him, soon afterwards, and took 
with her nothing but his name, which she 
made famous the world over. 

“Ske soon fell in with that noted fighter 
.eond physical giant, John C. Heenan. She 
married him at Rock Cottage, a former 
roadhouse in New York, within six months 
from the date of her separation from Men- 
ken. They were happy for a little while; a 


in Europe afterwards in half a dozen 
tongues. She had her team, with liveried 
coachman and footman, and for a crest she 
used four aces, surmounted with a horse's 
head. They called her ‘the Royal LBengal 
Tiger ’ in those gay days at the West- 
minster. At Astley’s, where Boucicault had 
just failed, she drew enormous houses, and 
she was equally successful in the provinces. 
She came back to this country only twice 
after that—once to get a divorce from Kerr 
—it was an Indiana divorce, I believe~and 
another time to visit Barkley, who had re- 
turned to his gaming tables. He was still 
fond of her, and showed it by marrying 
her. He gave her a house on Seventh dve- 
nue, New York, which she called ‘ Bleak 
House,’ in honor of her friend, Dickens. 
Then she went back to Europe to conquer 
Paris. A French version of ‘The Pirates 
of Savannah’ was madé for her, and the 
*‘Gaiete’ was her stamping ground. 

“The Princes Jerome and Lucien Bona- 
parte fell in love with her, and so did the 
elder Dumas. Everybody went to see her, 
and the Third Napoleon became so smit- 
ten that Eugénie grew jealous. It becamo 
a matter of comment before many days. 
Dumas made the actress a companion of 
his pet daughter. But she was like the 
rest we wot of. She died penniless, after 
having squandered an enormous fortune, 
and the leeches of her prosperity did not 
even follow her to her lonely grave in 
Pere la Chaise. Barkley, the gambler, and 
Ned James, an old friend with little money, 
had her disinterred and buried in Mount 
_Parnasse, under a granite monument. 

** Yes, Patti was one of my favorites. I 
came with her to St. Louis on several oc- 
casions. She always stopped at the South- 
ern. She had sung in St. Louis when she 
was a child at the old Mercantile Library, 
and always had a tender regard for the 
old place. At least she was always clever 
enough to tell the reporters so. . 


Patti’s Stock Phrase. 


**T come back to America to renew old 
and tender friendships,’ was one of her 
stock phrases, deilvered with that ingenious 
irankness and sweetness that mace her ir- 
resistible. 1 took her cut to Lafayette Park 
cne afternoon during her stay here, and 
she never could say enough for that pretty 
garden spot your cyclone has destroyed. 
Mme. Patti was always well received here. 
It has been said that her alliance with Nico- 
lini was looked at askance by society, but I 
remember several ladies calling upon her 
cnce at the Southern, among them Mrs. Jo- 
seph Garneau, who was a beautiful young 
matron then. 

“J. Travis Quigg, once managing editor 
of the Kansas City Times, and his wife, the 
leading soprano of the Hess opera company, 
came on to see her. Patti was always shy of 
reporters. 

“She told Quigg that the New York Her- 
eld had sent a young man, not over 25, to 
write the critique of her first concert. He 
said that she couldn't sing a simple English 
ballad, that she couldn’t sing ‘ Home, Sweet 
Home,’ with the slightest expression of 
feeling. She explained to the tyro that she 
had been singing in Covent Garden almost as 
long as he had been on earth, and that rather 
astonished the young fellow. 

‘‘The first time she came over-here she 
sent a Frenchman named Franchi to ar- 
range her tour. He madea holy mess of it. 
He engaged halls, and placed the price of 
tickets at $10 apiece. A couple of concerts 
convinced the diva that she was in bad 
hands, and Abbey managed her and I be- 
came her front-of-the-house man. No, Nic- 
vlini never was a favorite. His manner was 
always constrained. But he was Patti's 
Nicolini, so let it go at that! 


Patti in a Rage. 


“ As a rule Patti was a good-natured star 
and easy to handle, but there was a time 
when she did getintoarage. Mapleson, who 
had her in tow that season, had an operatic 
war on his hands, and overslept himself at 
his New York hotel «n the morning when 
his songbird was expected to arrive. The 
Gallia steamed up the bay and Patti was 
landed on the wet docks, pattered around, 
looked for a carriage, and stamped her little 
No. 2 foot. Nicolini, dragging a brown 
Senegal monkey by the collar, shouted down 
the wharf for a carriage. They stormed 
around for awhile, and finally were bunched 
into a friendly hack and driven to the Wind- 
sor, where Mapleson waa still snoring. There 
was an explosion wher he awoke and found 
what he had done, but things were soon ar- 
ianged and peace restored. 

“T had just one little ‘ tiff’ with Langtry. 
It was mild. You know we provided her 
with a private car. She occupied it during 
her stay here in St. Louis, and invited Fred- 
die Gebhard to be her guest.

TIGER’S WILD FIGHT FOR LIFE. 


Thrilling Story of a Contest Between 
Man and Beast in a Singapore 
Jungle. 


To the Editor of the Straits Times—Sir: 
With reference to your account in Monday's 
paper of the shooting of a tiger at Tampenis 
by myself you would make it appear that 
Messrs. Maw and Owen's beaters simply put 
out the beast, and it was at once shot dead 
by Mr. Owen. This, however, conveys any- 
thing but a fair account of what really hap- 
pened, and, in fairness to another sports- 
man, who was very much more “in at the 
death” than myself, I shall feel obliged by 
your giving your readers the following ac- 
count of the shoot. 

For weeks past the manager of the Clear 
Water dairy farm at Tampenis has been 
anxious to get rid of a tiger which had taken 
up its abode in the jungles between Changie 
and the farm, and had taken off three of his 
calves during the last three weeks. Know- 
ing the tiger to be paying periodical visits 
to the farm, I left a couple of my trackers 
at Tampenis to keep a lookout for him, and 
whenever they tracked him into anything 
hke a beatable bit of jungle to let me know, 
and Mr. Maw and myself held ourselves in 
readiness to go out at 4 moment's notice. 
This led to our paying frequent visits to 
Tampenis within the last fortnight with a 
view to beating him out of jungles into which 
my men had tracked him, but he invaria- 
bly managed either to sneak away without 
being seen or lie up in some impenetrable 
jungle. 

On Sunday he was tracked into a small 
strip of jungle quite close to the Tampenis 
toad off the seven and a half milestone. We 
beat this jungle, with the result that we put 
him cut, but, as on previous occasions, he 
managed to evade the guns. We, however, 
saw the place he broke cover and the direc- 
tion he was movirg in. Knowing he must 
move into a jungie about a couple of miles 
away, Mr. Maw and myself ran to the oppo- 
site side of the jungle in order to cut him off. 
before he got through, telling the beaters 
a* the same time to fo!iow the footprints of 
the tiger and beat him out to where we were 
going to take up our positions. In this they 
were successful, and after about an hour's 
beating the tiger broke cover in front of my 
position, and hav'ng gct clear of the jungle 
and traveled about a quarter of a milein the 
thick fern and lallang without being seen by 
either of the guns, he had to cross a couple 
of bare sandy patches some 120 yards to 
my right. When he reached the first-patch 
xX found he was moving in the direction of 
the second, which was a few yards nearer 
to where I was standing, so I waited until 
1 got the closer shot, and then I put two into 
him from my .577 express rifle—one a body 
#hot, the other breaking his hind leg in a 
most ghastly fashion, completely shattering 
the bone to fragments. 

In spite of this he managed to get away, 
and by follewithg up the blood tracks, which 
were easily visib'e wherever he went, we 
tracked him jnto another jungle behind 


where I was standing. Taking it for granted 


that he would not go very far in his wounded 
condition, Mr. Maw and myself ran tc the op- 
posite side of this jungle to again head him, 
and instructed the beaters to again follow 


him up and endeavor to put him out. Up 
till now nothing very thrilling had taken 
Place, although one’s feelings were not of 
the pleasantest when f»llowing dp the blood 
trail through thick undergrowth, not know- 
ing the moment you might almost walk on 
top of him. 

Now, it happened that another party of 
sportsmen, Messrs. Hienerwadel and Kess- 
ler, were beating this piece of jungle into 
which the tiger had moved—for pig. They, 
hearing the shots, and knowing that we 
were beating for the tiger, stopped their beat 
for pig and took up positions on the top ofa 
hill, judging that if the tiger were put out 
and got past us he would run in their direc- 
tion, which happened to be the case, for one 
of their trackers had two shots at him, and 
Mr. Hienerwadel got one at about eight 
yards’ distance. The brute then moved in 


‘the direction of a bit of swamp about half 


a mile off, and was there put “at bay” by 
some of Mr. Hienerwadel’s dogs. Mr. 
Hienerwadel pushed his way through about 
200 yards of thick undergrowth and got to 
within five yards of the wounded beast, 
when he put a shot into him from a .500 
Winchester repeater, The tiger then moved 
on a little further, and Mr. H. followed him; 
in doing so he got his feet entangled in 
creepers, and, somewhat to his astonish- 
ment, found himself within two yards of the 
tiger. He then fired four shots in quick suc- 
cession, and, as Mr, H. expresses it, “‘ he re- 
ceived every bullet with a tremendous roar.” 
Mr. H., having exhausted his supply of am- 
munition, then climbed up a tree and called 
to his men to bring his second gun. 

Mr. H.'s acount of the last moments of 
the poor beast is: “‘ The tiger pulled himself 
together again and went on, but the dogs 
were so keen that they did not allow him to 
go further than three or four yards at a 
time. I am really astonished at the pluck 
these pariahs displayed in sticking to him 
in the way they did. In this manner the 
tiger moved for about twenty or thirty 
yards, when he lay down, making a splendid 
struggle for life, hitting im all directions 
with his paws with apparently considerable 
force.

PARSON SAW THE WATERSPOUT. 


It Was a Mile and a Half High, but the 
Skipper Wanted to Make the Preach- 
er Responsible for the Story. 


There were two passengers aboard the. 


steamship Asiatic Prince, which arrived 
Friday from Brailian ports and anchored 
under the torch of the bronze young woman 
at the head of the bay. The young woman 
did not blush, although she had cause to do 
so, when she saw the skipper of the steam- 
ship, Captain Anderson, with a great show of 
cordiality, give the two passengers good-by 
as they went over the ship’s side. One of 
the passengers is a dominie, the Rev. James 
L. Kennedy; the other is his friend, Mr. 
Atkins. 

This story has to do only with the dominie, 
the skipper, and the third officer. The skip- 
per has spun some entertaining yarns in his 
long life afloat. He reserved the tallest one 
for the marine reporters at quarantine, and 
he selected his unsuspecting passenger, who 
is not a man of the sea, asthe narrator. The 
chief wouldn't be responsible for it, the 
second officer did not care to sanction it, 
and the third officer, who was the only man 
that could be seen last night, said he 
‘*hadn't seen the waterspout.”” The yarn 
deals with a waterspout. And such a water- 
spout! The like of it has never been hinted 
at in meteorological annals or even the log- 
books of the cleverest Yankee clippers that 
had a habit of running across the queerest 
things afloat. This is the way the story was 
written by—perhaps—the dominie and turned 
into quarantine by the skipper: 

“The Rev. James L. Kennedy describes 
the waterspout as follows: 

““*On Wednesday, Feb. 2, about 7 o’clock 
in the morning, we saw a marvelous water- 
spout. No one on board the Asiatic Prince 
had ever seen its equal either a height, 
size, or duration. The steamer was in lati- 
tude 23° 21’ north and longitude 64° 57’ west. 
The waterspout appeared about four miles 
distant and was fully one and a half statute 
miles in height. The surrounding heavens 
just above were blackened and lowering. 


“¢The spray and vapor at the base ap- | 


peared to be fully 500 or 600 feet in diam- 
eter and leaped upward to a distance of 
200 feet. A most astonishing feature of this 
phenomenon was its long duration. Such 
spouts generally last fifteen minutes or 
less. This waterspout continued for half 
an hour. At the beginning its fall was al- 
most perpendicuiar, but as it began to giye 
way it assumed the shape of an immense 
crank tn the sky. Swerving in a northwest- 
erly direction, it broke near the middle, 
then reunited, and finally receded, and tor- 
rents of rain fell in immense sheets all 
about the locality.’ ” 

Two reporters» went down the bay last 
night in a Battery boat to get more infor- 
mation about the marvelous spout. As they 
drew alongside the drab hull of the steam- 
ship the third officer, who has an accent 
almost as broad as the waterspout, peered 
port rail. He said the skipper 
had turned in and that all the men who 
were on duty when the waterspout was seen 
were below in their bunks. When the third 
officer learned from the reporters that the 
clergyman had described a waterspout a 
mile and a half high his eyes were seen to 
bulge in the moonlight, and he whistled 
softly. Then he remarked that he was sorry 
he couldn’t say anything about the spout, 
as he was below when it was seen; that he 
had seen waterspouts and took no interest 
in them; but that if he had known there 
had been one in his neighborhood a mile 
and a half high he should have turned out 
to see it. As to the clergyman, the third 
officer said, in a tone that was full of Brit- 
ish irony, he was “an American, one of

What, heemaye on 
we look for in the teaching of a science 
which directly concerns the most powerful 
of ‘vested rights’—which deals with rent 
and wages and interest, with taxes and tar- 
fffs, with privileges and franchises, and 
subsidies, with currencies and land tenures 
and public debts, with the ideas on which 
trade unions are based and the pleas by 
which combinations of capitalists are de- 
fended? Economic truth, under existing 
conditions, has:not merely to overcome the 
inertia of indolence or habit; it ts in its very 
nature subject to suppressions and distor- 
tions from the influence cf the most power- 
ful and vigilant interests. It has not mere- 
ly to make its way: it must constantly stand 
on guard. It cannot safely be trusted to any 
selected body of men, for the same rea- 
sons that the power of making laws and ad- 
ministering public affairs cannot be so 
trusted. 

“It is especially true today that all large 
political questions are at bottom economic 
questions. There is thus introduced into the 
study of political economy the same disturb- 
ing element that setting men by the ears 
over the study of theology has written in 
blood a long page in the world’s history, 
and that at one time, at least, so affected 
even the study of astrondémy as to prevent 
the authoritative recognition of the earth’s 
movement around the sun long after its 
demonstration. The organization of politi- 
cal parties, the pride of place and power 
that they arouse, and the strong prej- 
udices they kindle are always inimical 
the search for truth and to the acceptance 
of truth. 

- “In these extraneous difficulties, and not 


consistent body of undisputed doctrine that 
he may safely accept; and can turn to the 
colleges and universities only with the cer- 
tainty that, wherever else he may find the 
truth, he cannot find it there. 

‘Yet, if political economy be the one 
science that cannot safely be left to spe-

But Not So Many as in Eng- 
land’s Navy. 


SOME THRILLING MOMENTS. | 


RE have been disasters in the 
American navy before. There have 
been disasters in all the navies of the 
world, but it will be found that in the 
number of the catastrophes and in 

the bearing of the officers and men of the 
American navy in the face of death 
there is no room for ine self-complacent 
British sneer of the St. James Gazette 
when it declares editorially: “The disci- 
pline upon American warships, according to 
British ideas, is rather lax.” Statistics 
show that with due regard to the disparity 
in the number of vessels and sailors there 
have been more casualties in the Queen’s 
navy than in that of the United States. . 

In the whole record of the serious disas- 
ters which have overtaken Uncle Sam’s 
ships in times of peace there is not to be 
found one instance of lack of discipline, 
careléssness, or cowardice. The _ stories 
touching the bearing of officers and crews 
of American vessels overtaken by tem- 


American feel that there has been no de- 
generacy in discipline since the days of the 
elder Porter, Bainbridge, and Decatur. 

In the number of men lost the accident 
to the Maine leads all the other casualties 
in that part of the navy’s record written in 
time of peace. Some of the other disasters 
have been attended, perhaps, with more hor- 
ror, because before death came in many in- 
stances there were long hours of suspense 
and of struggling against fate. ‘Most of the 
men.of the Maine went to instant death. 

In the first*month of the year 1870 the 
United States steam sloop-of-war Oneida 
went to the bottom of the Bay of Yeddo, 
carrying with it 24 officers and 152 nien. 
It is questionable whether the account of 


uninjured. It proceeded on its way, refus- 
ing to answer the hails to “ stand by " which 
came from the deck of the Oneida. A large 
number of the Oneida’s boats were stove in 
and rendered useless. Into what were left 


ship to its fate, put into the nearest port. 
The Captain’s verbal report of the disaster 
to an attaché of the British Consulate was: 
“T have this day cut the whole quarter off 
a d—d Yankee frigate, and it served it 
bloody well right.” 

Captain E. P. Williams commanded the 
Oneida. The men he caused to be placed in 
the boats were the ship’s sick. The sur- 
geon he ordered to go with the invalids. 
Not @ne man of those to whofM death was a 
certainty murmured at the Captain’s act. 
The surgeon and the sick saw the men stand- 
ing on the deck and fearlessly awaiting the 
fate which soon came. 


Admiral Sicard’s Misfortune. 


It is perhaps forgotten today outside of 
naval circles that Rear Admiral Sicard, 
commanding the squadron off the Dry Tor- 
tugas, once lost by wrecking a vessel, under 
his command. It happened twenty-eight 
years ago next October, and the scene of 
the wreck was Ocean Island, in the south 
Pacific. The Admiral was then a Lieuten- 
ant Commander in charge of the United 
States steam sloop Saginaw. It was the 
subsequent heroism of an officer and four 
men of the Saginaw that marked the ac- 
count of this diaster as one of the bright 
pages of American naval history. The 
Saginaw ran on a reef in an unexplored sea. 
It was an early hour in the morning. The 
commanding officer had been on deck all 
night alert, knowing that he was coming 
to the vicinity of Ocean Island. Speed was 
diminished to four and then to two and 
a half knots, while soundings with the lead 
were constantly made. There was a breeze 

ead astern. Suddenly the lookout called 
Breakers ahead!"" The command was 
given to back the engines. The topsails 


take to the boats. They saved large quan- 
tities of stores from the wreck and with 
them landed on a desert island hundreds 
of miles from the nearest point of possi- 
ble communication with the civilized world. 
The shipwrecked mariners were far out of 
the ordinary course of vessels and it seemed 
probable that only a bare chance could 
save them from ultimate starvation. 

After a week’s stay on the bare reef Lieu- 
tenant Commander Sicard asked for five 
volunteers to man a small boat and under- 
take a perilous voyage of 1,500 miles over 
a trackless ocean to Honolulu. Nearly 
every man in the ship’s company volun- 
teered to attempt a journey of which there 
seemed but one chance in a hundred of suc- 
cessful accomplishment. The commanding 
officer Chose Lieutenant Talbot to command 
the forlorn hope, and chose for service un- 


der him Coxswain William Halford, Sea- 


men Peter Francis, James Muir, and John 
Andrews. One of the ship's boats was part- 
ly decked over with material from the 


while the wrecked crew cheered from the 
coral reef. 

That frail bark kept on its way day and 
night for a week, officer and men taking 


breeze dead ahead, they could but creep 


slept. For twenty-four hours they lay to, 
trying to recover from the effects of the exer- 
tion of the struggle with the elements. A 
large part of the provisions had been almost 
ruined by sea water and the supply of fresh 


Wreck of the Huron. 


In late November of the year 1877 the 
United States steamship Huron, a new iron 
vessel, was wrecked off Nag’s Head, on the 
coast of North Carolina, and of a ship’s com- 
pany of 182 officers and men only 34 were 
saved. The cause has never been thorough- 
ly understood. There was only a moderate 
gale blowing at the time, though there was 
a tremendous sea running. It has been sup- 
posed that some local magnetic attraction 
disturbed the compass and threw the vessel 
off its proper course. At any rate, it struck 
the rocks and in less than an hour the dis- 
aster was compiete. The wreck of the 
Huron will be ever memorable for the hero- 
ism displayed by Cadet Engineer Lucien 
Young and Seaman Williams. Young hai 
been out of the Naval Academy little more 
than a year. When stationed on the Eu- 
ropean squadron he had distinguished him- 
self by jumping overboard and saving the 
life of a sailor who had fallen into the water 
from one of the yards and had been partly 
stunned by the fall. On the night when 
the Huron struck there appeared but one 
chance’ to save any part of the crew. No 
boat could have lived for a moment in the 
pounding, grinding sea. A volunteer was 
asked for to attempt to carry a line to the 
shore. Young volunteered to make the trial 
and Seaman Williams said that he would 
go with him. The cadet and the sailor took 
what is known as a balsa, attached a rope 
and made their way out upon a spar and 
icy water. A 


contact, but he stuck to his task and suc- 
ceeded, with Williams, in escaping death 
among the wave-beaten rocks and in reach- 
ing the shore beyond. To these two Ameri- 
can seamen many of those who escaped 
from the wrecked Huron owe thelr lives. 
On the sands and reefs of Samoa ten 
years ago were wrecked the United States 
vessels Trenton, Vandalia, and WNipsic. 
Forty-seven American oflicers and men 
there lost their lives. The story of the loss 
of these vessels and lives has in it the recital 
of a showing of undaunted American hero- 
ism, coupled with romance which it is hard 
to equal in the truthful annals of the sea. 
At the time of the wrecking of the Yankee 
vessels three German warships were de- 


that awful hurricane unscathed. It owed 
its safety not to superior seamanship but 
to the fact that its powerful engines en- 
abled it to put to sea and there with prow to 


down, the topmasts housed, fires lighted and 
steam was raised. The Trenton, flagship, 
held the out berth, while the Nipsic held the 
inner. At 3 o'clock it was blowing a gale. 
An hour later the port bow cable of the Tren- 
ton parted. The Vandalia tried its best to 
steam out in the face of the gale, but there 
was not power enough in its engines to keep 
the vessel’s head in the teeth of the blast 
and the ship went crashing on to a reef. 


Thrilling Scenes at Samoa. 

All night long the storm increased in vio- 
lence. The flagship at daylight lost its 
wheel, and, though relieving tackle and a 
spare tiller were instantly attached, it was 


found that the rudder was broken, and they 


were useless. The Trenton was leaking 
badly, and, though bedding was jammed 
into the fissures and all hands went to work 
bailing, the water gained”and soon put out 
the fires. Two of the Trenton’s anchors 
held and it was not yet swept from its moor- 
ings. At half-past 9 on the morning of Sat- 
urday the hurricane was at its height, and 
it was then that the British vessel, the 
Calliope, steamed out of the harbor. It had 
a hard task in making it, but it succeeded. 
As the English ship went by the Trenton, 
over which seas were every instant break- 
ing, the crew of the Yankee vessel, realiz- 
ing that, while death stared them in the 
face, their British brothers were going to 
safety, ceased for an instant their work at 
the pumps and sent three cheers across 
those boiling waters to the more fortunate 
comrades on the Calliope. The cheer was 
answered in good British style. 

In the afternoon the wind hauleda bit, and 
the flagship parted its two chains and drift- 
ed toward the eastern reef. Magnificent 
seamanship on the part of Captain Farqu-

side by side and with arms encircled. To. 


attempt to mount aloft in that hurricane 
seemed certain death. Fearing that there 
might be a hesitancy to obey, Naval Cadet 
Jackson, little more than a boy, sprang to 
the ladder and led the way aloft, followed 
by the crew. The expedient was success- 
ful in keeping the vessel from the reef, 
niong which it drifted in the direction of 
the German vessel Olga, which twice avoid- 
ed collision with the almost helpless Tren- 
ton by a skillful use of steam and helm. 
Finally the Trenton reached the vicinity 
of the Vandalia, which was on the reef, with 
great seas breaking over it every moment 
and rapidly going to pieces. Captain 
Schoonmaker of the Vandalia, with many 
of his men and officers, had been swept over- 
board and drowned long before. The com- 
mander had been on the bridge through the 
whole of the storm, and, weakened finally 
by the constant pounding of the waves, he 
was unable to stand the strain. His last 
word was one of encouragement and hope

_jetters. The circumstahces were these: 


A great corporation desired a legal opin- 


fon on a matter involving millions of dol- 
fars, for upon it practically depended that 
corporation's very existence. They decided 
to refer the question, which was wholly 
one of the correct interpretation of law, to 
William M. Evarts, and to be guided wholly 
by his opinion. Their lawyer stated the 
ease to the Senator, and asked him the 
important question. Evarts’ reputation and 
success are wholly due, not as a cross- 
examiner or conductor of cases, but simply 
to his remarkable knowledge of law and 
his power, which seems almost like in- 
tuition, of determining just how the Su- 
preme Court will decide any question of law. 

When the attorney for the great corpora- 
tion put his question, so vitally important 
to that corporation's existence, Evarts sat 
buried in thought for a moment, and then 
answered in one word, ‘‘ Yes.”’ His Bill for 
speaking’ that one word was $250,000, and 
the corporation paid it without a murmur. 
Everts’ answer proved to be perfectly cor- 
rect. 

The late Hon. Levi C. Wade of Boston, one 
of the ablest railroad and corporation law- 
yers, used to say: ‘‘ Never engage in a law- 
suit of any kind or have any legal business 


iseimpossible for you to avoid employing 
a lawyer, employ only one of the very high- 
est professional standing, and then pay him 
freely and generously, no matter how ex- 
orbitant you may deem his fees."’ The cor- 
poration which paid Evarts $250,000 acted 
on Mr. Wade's advice. 

Speaking of Levi C. Wade, it is worthy of 
note that this brilliant man, who frequently 
received fees of $50,000 and even $75,000 from 
great corporations, made his first appearance 
as a practitioner of law before a police 
magistrate’s court in Boston as the attorney 
of a man prosecuted for keeping a ferocious 
dog. The remuneration he derived was ex- 
actly $3. 

When the sugar trust reorganized under 
the laws of New Jersey they employed At- 
torney John E. Parsons to draw up the 
agreement under which that reorganization 
was effected. It is needless to say that for 
this service it was absolutely essential to 
have a lawyer who, though, like the man in 
the play, he might rise to crime, could never 
descend to a mistake. Perhaps it was an 
easy matter for Mr. Parsons to draw up 

hat agreement, and perhaps it was difficult, 

ut the knowledge and experience which it 
required he had gained by long years of 
experience and hard, laborious study. It 
was probably more to recompense himself 
for those years of effort than for the time 
he actually spent in drawing up the agree- 
ment that he rendered the sugar trust a bill 
for $250,000, which was paid by check on the 
instant, without question or murmur. 


received by any lawyer was one of $260,000, 
which was paid to Attorney W. N. Crom- 
well for settling up the affairs of Decker, 
Howeil & Co. It is possible that as much 
or even more may have been paid, but, if so, 
there is no record of it, and probably both 
attorney and client kept the matter secret. 
The difference between the $250,000 fees paid 
to Evarts and Parsons and the $260,000 fee 
paid to Cromwell was that Evarts and Par- 
sons earned their money by regular legal 
work in the direct routine of their profes- 
sion, while Cromwell earned his big fee by 
settling up the affairs of a great firm and, 
under the laws of the State of New York, he 
was entitled to 6 per cent of the money 
involved.

NEW FAD FOR 
GOLD-SEEKERS. 


Collections of Nuggets the La- 
test Thing---Valuable Bits 
of Metal Belonging to 

Two Brothers. 


OLLECTING gold nuggets is a fad 
for which the Klondike craze is an- 


swerable. So many miners are now 

going around exhibiting gold with 

the unconcern of those who are 
familiar with it as ordinary people are with 
common pebbles, that a new fad has devel- 
oped in consequence. Each man wants to 
be able to show a finer collection than his 
neighbor. This competition has resulted in 
some especially fine collections of gold in 
the rough being gathered into the possession 
of single individuals, but none ever seen can 
surpass or equal the collection in the pos- 
session of two brothers named Conrad, who 
are business-men in Helena, Mont. 

The Conrad nuggets, says the Nebraska 
State Journal, have been taken from various 
mines, and all are worth high prices. The 
largest nugget in the collection is valued at 
$985, and no larger has ever been taken from 
a mine in America, according to the best 
records on the subject. It was said that one 
was taken out of Nelson gulch once that 
was valued at $2,300, but if it ever existed 
it found its way to the melting pot so rapid- 
ly that no one today is able to swear posi- 
tively that he ever saw it. Another story 
tells of a $1,700 nugget, but this one, too, is 
not to be found. The big nugget in the 
Conrad collection came from the Snow Shoe 
diggings, having ofiginally been bought from 
a miner named Price. 

The nugget next in value is worth $400, 
and is one of the purest specimens of gold in 
existence. It came from Uncle Ben’s guich, 
and found its way in the Conrad brothers’ 
collection after many years stay in the 
strong box of a Montana banker. One nug- 
get, worth §250, came from Scratch Gravel, 
where it was dug up by a miner who had 
despaired of ever finding anything worth 
carrying away in the mine he owned, He 
thought his fortune was made when he 
struck the $250 nugget, but this was the first 
and last rich strike made in the mire. 

Some of the larger nuggets in the collection 
come from Highland mine, near Whitehall, 
and another consignment is from the Nevada 
creek placers, a rich mining property owned 
by W. B. Raleigh. 

One of the biggest nuggets has an !nterest- 
ing history. It was so big that it was over- 
looked altogether. The miners not being 
prepared for the sight of so rich a find all at 
once, threw it out of the boxes with the fork- 
ings, but it refused to be treated so igno- 
miniously and continued to attract atten- 
tion by its gleaming light until found and 
added to the day’s profits by the miners.

Tommy the wonderful blind boy and his leacher 


He Has Almost No Means of Communication with the Out. ' 


side World, but He Uses Saw, Hammer, and 
Plane with the Skill of a Carpenter. 


MMY STRINGER is the kind of boy 

who would sing merrily at his work if 

he could, but that is one of the few 

things that are out of the range of his 

accomplishment. In lieu of it his come- 

ly face shines with joy and satisfaction when 

he takes a piece of wood in one hand anda 

tool in the other and begins to fashion some 
simple article of use or ornament. 

Tom is deaf and blind, and his means of 
communicating with other people are con- 
fined almost wholly to the use of the manual 
alphabet. Nevertheless, says the Minne- 
apolis Tribune, he has been attending the 
Lioyd School in Boston for the last year, 
where he is taught with ordinary pupils, 
most of whom he excels in the neatness and 


aaccuracy of his work. He goes twice a 


week, being accompanied from the Kinder- 
garten for the Blind in. Jamaica.Plain by his 
teacher, Miss Conley, who is his companion, 
confidante, interpreter, and protector, as 
gvell as teacher. | 

. These days are as good as holidays to Tom. 
#ie never has to be reminded of them, or 


coaxed, or scolded into going. The trip in 


itself is an event fraught with as much in- 
¢erest as if he could see the sights along the 
way and hear the cries and music of the 
street; and, in a way, Tom does see and hear 
more than many a boy would in passing 
aver the same route. 

“How many people are in the car?” he 
spells with his inquisitive little fingers into 
the palm of his teacher’s hand. “ What 
kind of a lady sits next to me, and what does 
she wear? What street are we on now? 
Are the buildings high or low? What is 
there in the shop windows?” 

These questions go on from the time he 

arts until he arrives at his destination. 

e knows the route so thoroughly that he 
can make a diagram of it in the sand he 
uses for his geography lessons, naming the 
streets over which he passes without a mis- 
take, and could doubtless find his way alone

Tom is @ most successful driver of nails. 
Every blow of the hammer falls with uner- 
ring aim full upon the head of the nail, and 


he can send it through the thinnest piece 
of wood without splitting it. Seeing boys 
who smash their fingers and splinter the 
wood in their endeavor to drive nails look 
on in wonder at Tom’s feat. 

Tom began his woodwork with a 
constructed little stool, in which he used 
only a saw, hammer, and nails. Since then 
he has made a score of articles, including 
boxes and other knick-knacks suitable for 
Christmas presents for his friends. One of 
his most ambitious efforts, and one in which 
he manifested the greatest interest, was @ 
birdhouse, in making which he used twelve 
different tools. 

When Tom is in doubt about the kina of 
wood he is hancling he helps out his fingers 
by smolling the wood, and by this sense 
alone is able to distinguish eight different 
varieties. He is not only painstaking and 
careful in his work. but keeps an accurate 
and systematic record of all that he does, 
describing each article that he makes and 
setting down the length of time he wag oc- 
cupied on it and other details. 

H‘s mechanical bent finds expression even 
in the summer vacation, which he passes on 
a farm. He spends a considerable part of 
his time in fitting up contrivances which re- 
quire skill and patience.

three-quarters of an inch wide applied from 
top to bottom of the skirt. A long task for 
some one’s fingers and a longer bill for the 
same; but never mind that, it was beautiful, 
and money doesn’t count to some people. 
This outer green skirt was made over one 
of plain white tulle, the whole being mounted 
over pale water green taffeta. , 

The bodice of the gown was décolleté and 
cut straight across from side to side. It 
was gathered full and drawn in very tight 
by a ceinture of black velvet, fastening with 
a large rosette at the back. The body was 
applied all over with strips of the white 
tulle like the skirt, and was finished about 
the décolletage with a shirred puff of white 
tulle. The sleeves were little bunches of 
white tulle caught up with small rosettes 
of black velvet, and at one side of the cor- 
sage, half covering one sleeve, was a cluster 
of pale pink roses and leaves. 

A pure white mousseline de soie was very 
oddly trimmed with an applicd design in 
black mousseline de soie, which naturally 
looked gray over the white, giving a charm- 
ing effect.

The stock is of the pearl 
cloth also, and has a circular flaring piece 
of white satin about the top. 

‘The -waist is drawn in very tight by a belt 
of gray kid, with ornaments set dh it at 
intervals; these are of mother of pearl and 
cut steel. 

The hat is of bright yellow straw, with a 
soft crown, It is trimmed with black vel- 
vet ribbon and two long black quills, held in 
place by a jeweled ornament.

The outer gown is of cashmere made up 
with black satin and embroidered gray linen. 
It is of a delicate shade of sage green, which 
is almost drab; the silk for trimming is of 
brilliant rose cerise, and the black satin 
which, with the gray linen, makes up a 
stunning combination. 

The skirt is made with a slight dip, and 
has reeds of featherbone set into the silk 
lining to keep it away from the figure. It 
opens at one side to show a panel of the 
heavy embroidered linen, over .silk of the 
same shade as the cashmere. ‘Where the 
cashmere overlaps the lace the edge is 
finished by pipings of black satin. The 
skirt is lined with the same color of silk 
as the cashmere. 

The bodice of the gown is in blouse fash- 
fon and pouches over the belt all round, and 
it fastens under a cascade fashioned of the 
rich rose silk, the edge of which is hem- 
stitched in black silk. The cascade is very 
wide at the top and graduated to a mere 
point at the belt. 

The stock is of black satin, laid tn close 
folds and drawn snugly about the throat.:

Entire skirts and bodies are now sprawled 
over with great designs of satin or velvet 
cut out and appiied.

Applied in Straight Rows. 


Sometimes it is applied in straight rows 
round and round a skirt from top to bot- 
tom, the same idea being carried out in the 
body, while the sleeves are left plain.

MIGHTIEST AMERICAN RIVER. 


Facts About the Mississippi Which 
| Fhuould Be a Source of Pride 
to the Nation. 


How many Americans appreciate the 
grandeur of their country’s geography? 

How many know that there is no river sys- 
tem on earth which even distantly compares 
with that of the Mississippi and its tribu- 
taries? 

The census tells us that thes® rivers, all 
flowing through one channel into the Gulf 
of Mexico, aggregate more than 100,000 
miles in length. The Amazon, the Nile, the 
Ganges, and all the rest of the great river 
Systems on earth put together scarcely ap- 
proach this magnificent showing. 

Think of it! A steamboat leaving Pitts- 
burg can visit twenty-three States without 
passing through any artificial channel. It 
can go up the Allegheny and Monongahela, 
the Big Sandy, the Kentucky, the Wabash, 
the Tennessee, and the Cumberland—clear 
into Alabama—before reaching the mouth of 
the Ohio. 

Below Cairo it can traverse not only the 
Mississippi but the St. Francols, the Arkan- 
sas, the White, the Red, the Yazoo, the Talia- 
katchee, the Yalobusha, the Ouachita, the 
great bayous, and all the tributaries of these 
streams. 

Above Cairo lie the Upper Mississippi, the 
Illinois, the Missouri, the Yellowstone, the 
Platte, the Big Horn, and a score of tribu- 
taries toallthese. The supposititious steam- 
boat can land at 1,050 towns and cities on its 
way. 

These rivers drain an area of 1,683,308 
square miles, occupied by a population of 
24,298,332 in-1890. 

The commerce of this great river system 
was carred on in 1889 by 7,453 vessels, with 
}an aggregate tonnage of 3,393,379 and a 
vaule of $15,535,005. . 

And so rich is that commerce that its an- 
nual gross earnings exceed the total value 
of the craft engaged in it by nearly a million 
dollars. It carries nearly 11,000,000 passen-. 
gers and nearly 33,000,000 tons of freight per 


year. 

And this is only one of the great river sys- 
tems of our country—one of many that in- 
clude such mighty systems as that of the 
Yukon, that of the Columbia, that of the 
oe and that of the Alabama at Tom- 


And from one end to the other of all these 
rivers there is no custom-house to stop traf- 
fic or to levy one cent of tribute upon it! 

It is worth every American's while to re- 
flect upon the greatness of our land and to 
rejoice in it. It is worth while to remember 
also that the resources of this marvelous 
country are far less than half develo 
George Cary Eggleston in New York World. 
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LIFE IN A FRENCH PENAL SHIP. 


Floating Prison Which Conveys Con- 
victs to the Safety Islands—How 
Prisoners Are Subdued. 


The French -transport ship Caladonie, now 


lying at Port Tampa, is an object of much. 


curiosity, says a Tampa dispatch in the At- 
lanta Journal. This grim sea prison annu- 
ally conveys about 2,000 souls from the land 
of the living—the gay French republic—te an 
enduring death on the Safety Islands. 

The Caladonie is an iron ship of 4,400 tons. 
For the last ten years it has been in the em- 
ploy of the French government transporting 
criminals from France and Algeria to the 


penal colonies on the Safety Islands, thisty 


miles off the coast of French Guiana. . 

Four steel cages, each with a capacity of 
150, are ready for the male prisoners as they 
come aboard, while a much smaller one ca- 
pable of holding only thirty-one persons is 
sufficient for the female convicts. This lat- 
ter cage is in the aft of the ship and Is widely 
separated from the others. The women are 
treated with a great deal more consideration 
than the men. They have regular berths 
and are given better fare. The men sleep in 
canvas hammocks and are given the ordi- 
nary an’s ration, which is substantial 
if not elaborate. 

A very interesting feature and one horrible 
to contemplate is the facility with which 
the steam can be used upon the convicts 
should they attempt to take possession of the 
ship. Pipes are so arranged that were such 
an attempt to be made it would be possible 
for the officers of the vessel to scald every 
prisoner to death in less time than it would 
take to count them. Captain Dano rever 
has had such a case arise on board his ship, 
but it often becomes necessary to give them 
a little steam to quell discontent. Asa rule, 
however, the eighty guards who are regu- 
larly detailed for service on board are suffi- 
cient to keep the prisoners docile. 

Should an outbreak at any time occur a 
signal of alarm calls all hands to the mid- 
ship section of the ship, and then all the lad- 
ders leading to the upper deck of this section 


are drawn up, the lower doors barricaded, : 


and the rightful commanders have a quickly 
improvised but a strong fort, which em- 
braces the boiler and engine room, tha 
arsenal and provision rooms, the officers’ 
headquarters, the chart and steering rooms, 
and the bridge.
